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THE ALLIED MOVE 
INTO SYRIA 


Border Colonies in Forefront 
JEWS WITH FREE FRENCH 


The new turn of events in Syria is being followed with 
the greatest interest in Palestine. A great number of the 
Jewish settlements in Galilee were on the very front line of 
the Allied troops while they awaited the order to advance, 
says a Jewish Telegraphic Agency informant. One of 
the oldest Jewish colonies in Upper Galilee is Metutlah, 
which ts only 200 yards from the Lebanon border, and part 
of its land even extends into Syrian territory. 

-A little to the South are the Jewish Moshav of Kfar Giladi 
and the Kvutza of Tel-Hai, both heroically defended by the 
Shomrim against Arabs. Trumpeldor fell in 1920 at Tel-Hai. 

Another group of colonies involved includes Ayelet Hashahar, 
on the lake of Mei Merom, Mishmar Hayarden, an important 
bridgehead to Syria, and the other colonies of Upper Galilee, 
the most important of which ts Rosh Pina. Farther to the 
south, on the Lake of Tiberias and on the Jordan, are the 
group, of Daganias and Kineret, as well as some Jewish fishing 
villages. On the Mediterranean coast-line is Hanita, also on the 
Syrian border. 

It ws Known that a large number of Jews are among the 
officers and mén of the Free French troops that marched into 
Syrian territory. Many are men who crossed over from Syria in 
order to join General de Gaulle’s forces.

* JESTEM POLAKIEM ”’? REAPPEARS 


In Larger Format 


The Polish anti-Semitic organ, JesteM PoLtakiem (“1 Am 
A Pole”), which has not been published for some time, 
reappeared this week on poorer quality paper but with a 
larger format. The paper is dated “ May 15 to June | °— 
the first fortnight since the return of General Sikorski, the 
Polish Premier, from the United States, where he announced 
that publication of the paper had been suspended. 

The current issue is an “Anglo-Polish number,” printed half 
in English and half in Polish, because the editors—the names 
ot the editorial board are ate that they desire to 
appeal directly to the British public's “ traditional love of fair 


play’ and to present in the English language Jestem 
POLAKIEM’S case against unscrupulous attacks certain 
sections of the British Press *’ concerning the paper's alleged 


anti-Semitism, Fascism, and Totalitarianism. 

A refutation of these charges is attempted by the translation 
into English of the whole or portions of articles in previous 
Issues purporting to outline JesteM POLAKIEM’S programme. 
This defence is in effect mere falsification by omission, since not 
a single one of the anti-Semitic and Fascist articles on which 
the attacks on Jestem Potakiem in the News Curonicte, the 
EVENING SranparRD, and the House of Commons were based is 
reprinted. 

In replying to the charges of anti-Semitism that have so 
frequently been made against it, the paper quotes an interview 
with Professor Stronski, the Polish Minister of Information, in 
THe Jewisu C HRONICLE of February 14, in which the Minister, 
after stating that “the Polish Government will in no circum- 
stances tolerate the publication in any Polish paper of the 
slightest semblance of anti-Semitism, and has given instructions 
accordingly,” added that “the paper, Jestem PoLakiem, while 
it did not contain any anti-Jewish articles, was connected with 
a political group which could be suspected of anti-Semitic 
tendencies. The Polish Government had decided that it must 
cease publication. And so the Government had taken all 
Possible steps to suppress anything in the nature of anti- 
Semitism.”” 

This is, somewhat disingenuously, quoted by the paper as 
‘unequivocal confirmation” that no anti-Jewish article has 
apneared in JesTeM POLAKIEM. 

Finally, in the course of its “ defence.”’ the paper explicitly 
refuses to comply with the Polish Government's decision that it 
must cease publication and announces that the paper will 
continue to appear. 


HISTADRUT’S PLEA TO 
BRITISH LABOUR 


Jewish Army Essential 


“WE STAND BY THE 
MANDATE” 


—Mr. Noel Baker 

A plea for the establishment of a Jewish Army was made 
in a message from the Histadrut Haovdim in Palestine, 
which was read by the Chairman at the annual conterence 
of the British Labour Party last week. 

“It is essential,” the message said, “ that the Jews should 
be allowed to participate to the maximum of their ability in 
repelling the enemy and his agents, who are now trying to do 
Hitler's bidding in Palestine. In addition to the thousands 
already in service, tens of thousands of Jewish men and women 
in various countries are prepared to enlist in a Jewish Army 
to co-operate with Britain and her Allies. The Jews of every 
settlement are prepared to stand in defence of their homes 
as you have done in England; the Government must help us 
to be able to do so. We, like you, are confident in the victory 
of democracy and human rights, and of the achievement ol 
a better and juster world as a result of that victory. 

Mr. N. Jackson, Poale Zion delegate, said, in the course of 
his speech, that the Jews. together with the Labour movement, 
had been the first objects of Hitler's hatred. “ Since the last 
conference,” he added, ** we have witnessed an ever-widening 
expansion of Nazi tyranny over Europe, and in all the con- 
quered countries, whether occupied by force or fear, the 
sufferings of the Jewish masses beggar description. ‘“ One 
would have thought,”’ he continued, “ that in these conditions 
the Jewish people would be the natural allies of this country 
in the present struggle. The Jews, needless to say, for their 
part have been only too eager to assume that role. But from 
the other side there has been only an embarrassed silence.’ 


“ A Harsh and Unfair Policy ” 


Pointing out that British Labour had always remained faithful 
to the policy of the Palestine Mandate, Mr. Jackson reminded 
the conference of the imminent peril which faced Palestine 
to-day, and added “that since the last conference the Palestine 
Administration had pursued “ a harsh and unfair policy towards 
the Jews. The fate of the Jewish people and the solution of 
the Jewish problem is of the highest importance in a new 
truly democratic world order,” he concluded. 

Speaking on behalf of the Executive of the Party.

AIR SERGEANT AWARDED D.F.M. 


Manchester Man’s Narrow Escapes 
[From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER] 


Sergeant Mark Alfred Niman, R.A.F.V.R., son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Julian Niman, of 76, Park Road, Prestwich, 
Manchester, has gained the Distin- 
guished Flying Medal. It has been 
awarded to him in recognition of 
gallantry and devotion to duty in the 
execution of air operations. 

Sergeant Niman, who is 22, was 
educated at Crumpsall Lane and Cheet- 
ham Central Senior Schools, Manchester, 
and at the Higher Crumpsall Synagogue 
classes. He has been a member of the 
Waterpark Club, Stanley Road, Brough- 
ton Park, and his father is a well- known 
dance-band leader. 

From his boyhood days Niman has 
shown a great interest in the construction 
of wireless sets and model aeroplanes, 
and at the age of 15 he made his first wireless transmitting set. 
By trade an electrician, he volunteered in 1939 as a wireless 
operator for the R.A. F.. and during his two years’ service he 
has served as a wireless operator and an air-gunner, and 
latterly also as an instructor. 

Sergeant Niman has been on no fewer than 36 flights over 
enemy-occupied territory, including Berlin and Mannheim. He 
has had two lucky escapes in the course of his flights, in both 
cases on returning to England from Continental journeys. On 
the first occasion, last year, he came down with his colleagues 
on a minefield in the North Sea, where they floated in a rubber 
dinghy and were picked up, after several hours’ exposure, by a 
British minesweeper. A few months later, after a mishap in the 
air, he made a parachute landing in the North of England. 

A younger brother, Rudolph, is serving in the Royal Army 
Ordnance Corps.

AIR-RAID HEROISM GAINS 
AWARDS 


B.E.M. for London Ambulance Driver 


Mr. Joseph Slipman, Ambulance Driver, London, has 
been awarded the British Empire Medal for gallant 
conduct in air raids. 

In the Battle for Britain last Septem- 


ber Mr. Shipman was a member in a 
convoy of three ambulances which 
hel)ed to evacuate 200 people from 


burning parts of dockland areas, making 
five journeys to and from the docks tn 
dangerous and difficult circumstances, 
writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representa- 
tive. “I think it a great honour,” he 
told me, “to receive this award, and I 
am glad | have done my duty.” 

He joined the London Auxiliary 
Ambulance Service at the outbreak of 
the war. He is 31 and has two little 
boys, both of whom are evacuated with 
his wife to a country town. 

Besides being an ambulance driver he also does first-aid work. 

Mr. Slipman was in the Jewish Lads’ Brigade boxing team for 
three years and won. all the bouts in which he took part. He 
has volunteered for air-crew duties for the R.A.F. and has 
been accepted. 

His three brothers have all joined the Forces.

ORTHODOX DOUBTS ON 
EDUCATION 


Talmud Torah Trust Discusses the 
Reorganisation Scheme 


QUALIFIED AGREEMENT 


The Council of the Talmud Torah Trust held a meeting 
on Thursday of last week at Woburn House to consider 
the reorgamisation and expansion of the Joint Emergency 
Committee and to elect three Talmud Torah Trust 
representatives. 

The Chairman, the Rev. Isaac Goldston, welcomed Dayan 
Abramsk: and Dr. Schonfeld. Dayan Lazarus was also nt. 
The Chairman, speaking of the work undertaken for the 
evacuated children of the Talmud Torahs, especially by their 
representative, Mr. Halpern, took the occasion to invite the 
representatives of the Beth Din to come forward and join them 
in the expansion of their work. 

The advantages of the centralised scheme and the pooling of 
resources of the four educational bodies in London were 
described by Mr. Goldston, who said that the time had now 
come when those advantages must be made available to the 
whole of the Community. 

They fet, he said, that the organisation which had been set 
up for this specific purpose and had carried out the work on 
behalf of the evacuated children could continue and expand its 
work. The supply of teaching material, the magazine, and 
other works of a similar kind, could all be worked much better 
under one authority, as could also the training and supply of 
teachers. This scheme provided for consultation and inspection, 
so as to ensure efficient educational supervision and progress 
all over the country. ' 

Mr. Goldston moved the following resolutions: 

“ That this meeting of the Council of the Talmud Torah 
Trust, because of its firm conviction that the work of the Joint 
Emergency Committee is, and will be, carried on in accordance 
with the teaching of Traditional Judaism, approves and adopts 
the scheme for its reorganisation and expansion.” 


“ The Council agrees to the affiliation of the Talmud Torah 


Trust for the period of the war.” 


Amendment Moved 


Mr. E. Halevi moved an amendment, “ that this meeting |. . 
defers consideration of the scheme now laid before us until the 
Education Committee of the Talmud Torah Trust fas met and 
has had an opportunity of making any recommendations 
thereon.” 

The Chawman ruled the amendment out of order on the 
ground that it was not a question for any sub-committee. It 
was a question for the Trust, and the Council had been invited 
there to discuss it. 

In the course of the, long discussion which followed. Rabbi 
Dr. Schonfeld, representing the Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations, said that he personally could not sce why the 
Education Sub-Committee should be refused the opportunity of 
submitting a report to that body. 

A difference of opinion arose between two speakers on 
whether the Education Committee had or had not met since 
the war started, and Dr. Schonfeld said the Talmud Torah Trust 
had a history behind it, which was not one of ease, smoothness, 
or peace. The fact was that in normal times the whole of the 
Anglo-Jewish system of education had unfortunately produced 
TNT “YOY and in all that bog and mist the Talmud Torah 


had stood out. 

The Chairman defended the other classes, which, he said, had 
produced many pupils whose knowledge was quite equal, if 
not superior, to that of some attending the ordinary Talmud 
Torahs. 

Dr. Schonfeld urged that, in co-operation with all other 
bodies, the Talmud Torahs should have their areas. Teaching, 
he said,-could not be traditional, religious, or Jewish, if a 
teacher knew that the children were going to have a trcfa meal 
afterwards. 

It was not a time to cause disunity, he said, and he wanted 
co-operation, but they wanted it all round. They wanted some- 
thing energetic, not something continuing the old lukewarm 
policy, and it should be the duty of orthodox people to disturb 
the equanimity and stagnation of the lukewarm education that 
was long given. He urged that the resolution should be referred 
back. 

The Education Officer to the Union of Hebrew and Religion 
Clasees, Dr. I. Fishman, said that from the beginning of the 
war the Joint Emergency Committee had given financial assist- 


ance to the Talmud Torah teachers. In the Talmud Torahs in 
London they had not in any way interfered with the syllabus 
and standard of work ‘On the contrary, he _ always 
encouraged, and always would encourage, more intensive 
training. | The more Mishna and Gemara the better. 

He was all for kasher canteens—so were they all—and if the 
poten > came forward with the funds that work would be 
expanded. 

ayan Abramski said they could not blind themselves to the 


fact that the position concerning their evacuated Jewish children 


was very unsatisfactory, and the othodox clement of the Com- 
munity were much perturbed over the situation. There were 
places with large numbers of children where kasher canteens 
should have been, but had not been, set up. He was worried 
over ae such a body as the Talmud Torah Trust, which 
concentrated under its wing all their orthodox children, under 
a general programme. If the teaching was to be limited to 
once or twice a week, they would have no Jewish children 
= whom to carry on orthodox, Traditional Judaism in the 
uture. 

Mr. I. W. Goldberg, the Treasurer of the Trust, said that their 
joining with the Emergency Committee had in no way undcr- 
mined their efforts for orthodox Jewish education. rever 
possible they had strengthened that side of the education. 
To-day they had reached a stage when they had been promised 
some measure of financial support, which was conditional upon 
their co-operating with the provincial centres and dealing with 
evacuated children as a whole. 

Mr. E. Halevi said his amendment was not directed as a 
criticism of the Joint Emergency Committee, as he knew the 
great work that was being done under very great difficulties. 
He moved another amendment, that “ this body appoint a Sub- 
Committee representative of all phases of Talmud. Torah 
activity to consider the scheme now laid before us and make 
their recommendations thereon.” 

Dayan Lazarus said they must make it clear that they joined 
now only as an emergency measure, and provided it was clearly 
pamreos that the teaching generally would be on a traditional 

asis. 

The first resolution, put by the Chairman, was accepted by 
nine votes to four, and the second was accepted, with one 
voting against, with the addition, however, of the following, 
moved by Rabbi Dr. Isidore Epstein: “ Provided nothing ts 
done to jeopardise the work of the Talmud Torah Trust in 
furthering the advanced Jewish religious education of the 
children.” 

The meeting also agreed to Dr. Epstcin’s motion that “ the 
representatives of the Talmud Torah Trust on the Emergency 
Committee consult with the Education Committee on questions 
of policy of the Trust.” 

The three representatives of the Trust on the Emergency Com- 
mittce will be the Rev. Isaac Goldston, Mr. I. W. Goldberg, 
and Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein. 


* KEREN HATORAH EDUCATIONAL 
WORK ”’

Si,—tiIn your issue of May 30 you published a letter from 
Rabbi Galas giving what purported to be details of educational 
work carried on by the Keren Hatorah. 

Permit me to point out that out of the ten centres claimed 
to be maintained and supported by the Keren Hatorah, seven 
have been established and are supported by the Joint Emergency 
Committee. The resident teachers are our resident teachers, the 
premises are those for which we pay rent, the books and 
material used have, been supplied by us. In fact, in salaries 
alone we spend £800 per annum, whilst the cost of accommoda- 
tion and books amounts to more than £200. Thus, the cost 
to the Jou Emergency Committee is over £1,000 per annum. 

Two of the remaining centres are very small, whilst in the 
case of the third, the provision is so slight that the Joint 
Emergency Committee are now arranging to establish a proper 
centre. 

In the arcas mentioned by the Keren Hatorah, the Joint 
Emergency Committee provides instruction for 400 children, 
not counting the Jewish Secondary School at Shefford. 

it would be interesting to know the budget of the Keren 
Hatorah in these areas, the number of children for whom they 
provide instruction, and the names of the teachers they employ.

CAPTAIN BUDD AND THE 18Bs 
Home Secretary Explains 
* A CLERICAL MISTAKE ” 


[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


The Home Secretary made a statement on 188 cases in the 
House on Tuesday, when Miss Ward inquired whether, in view 
of the granting a writ of habeas corpus in respect of Captain 
Charles Henry Bentinck Budd, he would set up an independent 
committee of inquiry into the administration of the fence 
Regulations governing the detention of British subjects. 

Mr. Morrison replied: In the case of Captain Budd and 
certain others who were interned at the same time there was an 
accidental irregularity in the documents served upon them at 
the time of their arrest. This irregularity occurred after the 
decision had been taken by my predecessor that the internment 
of these persons was necessary. There was no failure to consider 
fully the merits of cach case. The Home Office records show 
clearly that the then Home Secretary gave his personal and 
close attention to the question whether in each case detention 
was necessary for the purposes of national security; and in 
my view the necessity for these detentions was unquestionable. 
In these cases, however, where the ey of the subject is 
affected, it is essential not only that the Home Secretary shall 
apply his mind carefully to the question whether detention is 
necessary, but also that there shall be no defects in the subse- 
quent procedure after an order of detention has been made. 
In the cases in question there was such a defect. A bad clerical 
mistake was made in that the documents served upon the 
individuals whom the Home Secretary had decided to intern 
did not correspond with the order made by him. The error 
occurred in June of last year, when the departmental staff was 
working under the utmost pressure, but I do not seck for a 
moment to excuse it. I much regret it, and I have taken steps 
to ensure that in future such documents shall be most care- 
fully checked, and in addition that the records relating to all 
persons now under detention shall be scrutinised. In these 
circumstances, while 1 recognise the very proper desire of the 
House that the greatest care shall be taken in the admuinistra- 
tion of this Regulation, it docs not appear to me that any 
committee of inquiry is necessary. I may add that in view of 
the High Court decision in the case of Captain Budd I ordered 
the immediate release of 12 other persons whose position was 
the same as that of Captain Budd. As, however, a release 
necessitated by technical defects of procedure does not relieve 
the Home Secretary of his responsibility for public safety, I 
warned them that the question of fresh orders of detention 
would have to be considered. I have since reviewed de novo 
all the cases, and as in my judgment it is necessary on grounds 
of natiogal security that Captain Budd and 11 of the other 
persons affected should be held in preventive custody, I have, 
in pursuance-of my public duty, made fresh orders for their 
detention. 

This announcement was cheered by the House. 


Captain Budd was announced in January, 1937, as Mosleyite 
Parliamentary candidate for a Birmingham constituency. Two 
months later he was included in the list of officials “ axed " in 
Mosley's rcorganisation of Headquarters. William Joyce 


(“Haw Haw") and John Beckett were also “axed” at that 
time.

FASCISTS’ NEW LINE 


“Run the War Without Jews 
THE SUPER-PATRIOTS 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


There are still people—even in Government circles—who 
are too ready to assume that Fascist propaganda in Britain 
has almost reached vanishing point because officially u has 
been declared illegal. Not only, however, is this not the 
case, but, | have it on the authority of one who is in close 
touch with the question, it functions, wherever and when- 
ever it can, in a subterranean way. So subtly does it 
manceuvre that it is difficult for the propagandists to be 
prosecuted by the police. 

Without badge or belt, these Fascists usually pose as super- 
patriots and try to convince those with whom they come in 
contact that “ we cannot win the war as long as we have got 
the present pro-Jewish gang in power " (meaning, of course, the 
Government). 

Typically, they ascribe the recent revolt in Iraq to the fact 
that “ we were so tied up with the Jews and did not give the 
Arabs a fair deal.” It is useless trying to tell them that pre- 
ciscly the opposite is the case and that it is the Arabs who have 
been appeased and the Jews balked at every stage of our 
regime in Palestine. 

| have been told of a factory in which about nine Fascists 
—one of them a former member of the British Union of 
Fascists—-take every possible opportunity of indirectly pro- 
claiming its. tenets. Whenever the British suffer a_ military 
reverse they say in so many words, “ What can you expect 
when so many Jews help to run the war? ” 

Or, conversely, they argue that “now that Hitler has got 
rid of the Jews he is walking away with everything.” 

Some of the Fascists still adopt the old method of using 
Peace as a peg on which to hang their excuse for advocating 
Fascism. They urge a patched-up “ agreement with Hitler, 
at the same time blaming the Jews for having provoked, if not 
directly instigated, the war. Chalked swastika slogans are still 
to be seen in London and the provinces. 

The underground shelters are a favourite medium for the Jew- 
baiters to pursue their activities 


A close eye should be kept on these British imitators of 
Hitler. 


WOMEN FASCISTS IN ISLE OF MAN 


A number of British women Fascists who are at present 
detained in English gaols under the Defence Regulations are to 
be interned in the Isle of Man, says the Dairy Man 

Ihey are to be taken to Port Erin, now the only women's 
camp on the island. They will probably arrive in two weeks’ 
time. Men internees are to go to Peel. 

Women from about six countrics classed as friendly, but who 
are being detained for special reasons, are, like the women 
Fascists, also to be taken to-Port Erin. British Fascists, says 
the paper, will live in a selected part Of the town, but will be 
able to move about in the camp and mix with the _internees 
already there 

It was recently reported that when men Fascists appeared in 
the streets they were booed by the onlookers, Local farmers 
State. that though their need for extra labour is great they will 
refuse to have them about their land.

A DANGEROUS SOURCE OF 
ANTI-SEMITISM 


T.A.C. Tackling Food Offenders 
HOUSEWIVES’ GRAVE RESPONSIBILITY 


The number of prosecutions of Jewish food traders reported 
in the Press is causing deep concern to leaders of the Com- 
munity Although in relation to the total namber of such 
prosecutions Jewish offenders are few, a distorted picture ts 
presented by the prominence frequently given in the daily Press 
to offences in which Jews ere concerned. 

Ihe Trades Advisory Council of the Deputies, representing 
the Jewish trading community, has undertaken a_ thorough 
investigation of the facts and a policy has been adopted by 
its officers. This policy embraces the following principles and 
activities: 

(1) An approach to individual Jewish food traders asking 
for their co-operation in the unearthing of malpractices end 
the calling of a general meeting of these traders at which leaders 
of the industry will speak Invitations are now being sent 
out, and any Jewish food trader whose name is not on the 
mailing list of the T.A.C., is requested to communicate immedi- 
ately with the General Secretary, Mr. M. Orbach. 

(2) An approach to the responsible officers of the Ministry 
of Food has already been made: the co-operation of the T.A.C. 
has been offered and accepted. 

(3) An approach in conjunction with the Press Officer of 
the Board of Deputies to leading newspapers poimting out that 
it would appear that Jewish cases of this character are receiving 
undue prominence. 

(4) An appeal to Jewish consumers not to participate m 
evasions of the Food Regulations. Ministers and communal 
leaders are asked to emphasise the serious repercussions which 
can arise from the present situation. 


A Little Lapse With Serious Effects 


The temptation io obtain a half a pound of butter or six 
eggs through unorthodox channels or at enhanced prices may 
be great, To pay threepence more than the legal maximum 
may not seem to be a neavy charge. But the cost to the Com- 
munity as a result of such actian may prove too heavy a price. 

The T.A.C. begs the Jewish housewile to refrain from these 
evasions and to report every case within her knowledge ol 
traders who avoid their legal obligations. Where possible such 
matiers should be reported to the local Food Office If. this 
is Not practicable the T.A.C. should be informed of the facts

In many quarters sensational stories are being concocted con- 
cerning the establishment of a “ black bourse,’ and a sinister 
feature of these stories mn the Press ts that most of them indicate 
in a specious manner that the location of the “ bourse” is in 
the East End. From.-this it is plain that Jewish traders are again 
likely to be made the object of calumny and discrimination: and 
with a view to ftorestalling such attempts and also warning all 
in the trade of the inherent dangers, the. Trades Advisory 
Council is. making an approach to all concerned. A mecting 
may be held of tashion traders and clothiers. 

It is emphasised by the Council that little evasion could take 
place if the consumer would only play his part. It ts urgently 
necessary for every Jew who has the interests of the Community 
at heart not to lend himself to any practice which is contrary 
to the regulations, and to report any and every instance of over- 
charging or the offer of goods without relinquishing coupons.

CULTURAL WORK FOR INTERNEES 


Ihe cultural and educational activities of the British Council 
among the interned refugees in the Isle of Man are now well 
under way. The work is directed by Mr. C. H. Wilmot, North 
Regional Commissioner of the Council, from his headquarters 
in Liverpool. The Commissioner personally pays a weekly 
visit to the Isle of Man, where a permanent staff of the Council 
conducts activity. 

A library of 5.000 books has already been opened, and great 
use is made of it by the internees. There are classes in English, 
English literature and English history, and lectures and dis- 
cussions. Attendances are large 

lhe Council is said to be very satisfied with the response of 
the internees. and it is hoped to extend the work in the near 
future. 


A report on the activities of the Ort Training School in Leeds 

a reconstruction of the Ort School in Berlin, transferred in 
Aveust. 1939. on the eve of the war-—shows that the School's 
first year has proyed a resounding success. Two hundred and 
sixteen students have attended the School, learning various 
branches of enginecring and carpentry. There is now a market 
gardening section. Meanwhile, it is announced that the first 
Ort vocational training centre for Jewish refugees m South 
America has been opened in Buenos Aires.

Those liable for 
vervice are Belgians, Czechs, French, Netherlanders, Norwegians, 
and Poles. between the ages of 16 and 65. ?

ZIONISTS UNITE! 
N.Z.O. Ready to Co-Operate 
AGENCY’S OBSTRUCTION ALLEGED 
From Mr. NAHUM LEVIN 


(General Secretary, New Zionist Organisation) 
To the Editor of Tne Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—An editorial in your wsue of May 30 stated: 

* The spectacle ol two seclons ol Zionists cycing each other 
like a couple of tomecats with an ancient quarrel, who cannot 
come near to cach other without growling and spitting and arch- 
mg their backs ready for a few more scratches, is in the present 
critical circumstances surely disgracetul.”’ 

This might conceivably convey the impression that the Jewish 
Agency and the New Zionist Organisation have adopted the 
ame attitude to the demand tor co-ordination of eflort at this 
critical period of our history. 

In fact, however, there is a vast difference m the attitude of 
the two Organisations to that question. The New Zionnst 
Organisation, though realisme that there exist important 
differences of policy between the two bodies, tinds tt possible, 
and even regards it as imperative, to achieve co-ordmation on 
certam questions A number of attempts at co-ordination on 
the questions of the Jewish Army. and Peace Aims were made 
by Mr. Viadimir Jabotinsky. the late President of the New 
Zionist Organisation, and alter his death by the governing 
bodies of the New Zionist Organisation. These cflorts produced 
no response from the Jewish Agency. 

A month ago, when an appeal for Jewish unity was made by 
our non-Jewish friends, Commander Oliver Locker-Lampson 
and M. Jan Masaryk, the Administrative Committee of the New 
Zionist Organisation in London issued a statement, which you 
were good enough to publish, expressing readiness to co-operate. 
As usual the Jewish Agency remained silent. 

Laicr, the Palestine Committee of the Jewish Board of 
Deputies in this country took the initiative in inviting representa- 
lives of Various organisations to an emergency meeting of the 
Committee. The New Zionist Organisation and the Agudat 
Israel sent their representatives. The Jewish Agency sent a 
letter refusing to attend the mecting. 

All this shows clearly who is obstructing Jewish co-operation, 
and who ts responsible for the failure to achieve a co-ordinated 
effort in vital matters. 

As hitherto, the New Zionist Organisation remains ready to 
co-operate. ht is the Agency which is the obstructing factor. 
It should be clear, therefore, that it is on that side that pressure 
must be directed

From Mr. NAHUM NEVIES 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sin,—So tar the New Zionist Organisation appears to have 
been a lone voice crying in the wilderness for a Jewish National 
Committee. Yet the vast majority of the Jewish people would 
be found to be in agreement with it, and were it not for party 
athhiations and organisational discipline" many supporters 
of the Jewish Agency itself would support the demand which 
the Agency appears to be resisting strenuously. I am told that 
the Jewish Agency is opposed to the idea mainly because it is 
afraid of giving up its prerogatives in regard to Palestine under 
the Mandate. But these prerogatives were granted to “ an 
appropriate Jewish Agency” as an instrument of the Jewish 
people. Even if those prerogatives were to become the preroga- 
tives Of a National Committee, of which the Jewish Agency 
would be a part, they would still be the prerogatives of the 
Jewish people. On the other hand, such a National Committee 
could claim far wider recognition, covering all the needs of the 
people, than the Jewish Agency possesses. Indeed, it seems 
clear that until there is a National Committee the Jews cannot 
even formally claim to have a Jewish Army as an ally. You 
cannot have a real national army until you also have a nation. 
And a nation that wants to be recognised as such must conform 
to the “ regulations” governing recognition. It must have a 
* government " which can at least claim to represent the people. 
Even with such a government, it would still depend on the Allied 
and American Governments as to whether they would recognise 
it. But that is our only hope. Without it we certainly will not 
be recognised.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


“When the Ark Set Forward” 


“And it came to pass, when the ark set forward, that 
Moses said: *‘ Rise up, O Lord, and let Thine enemies be 
scattered; and let them that hate Thee flee before Thee.’— 
(Numbers x., 35.) 


N ancient Israel the ark containing the tables of the Law 
| hac a twofold significance. It was not only a shrine 

comprising the essence of the Torah but it also served 
as a guide and protector for the wandering tribes when they 
were faced by enemies and were uncertain as to the 
direction in which they ought to advance. With the Ark 
of the Law in front of them the Israelites felt safe, and 
their journey towards a divinely appointed destination 
could be continued unchecked. Their confidence was 
strengthened by the prayer that was first offered by Moses 
“when the ark set forward,” and which has been repeated 
by Israel's communities throughout the ages: “ Rise up, 
O Lord, and let Thine enemies be scattered; and let them 
that hate Thee flee before Thee.” 


That. the enemies of Israel are referred to in this prayer 
as the enemies of the Lord enhances the significance of 
the thought expressed. For it implies a desire to see the 
forces that are opposed to the will of God beaten every- 
where—not only when they attack or threaten Israel, but 
when they attack or threaten God-fearing nations any- 
where in the wide world. Thus the cause of advancing 
Israel is identified with the cause of advancing humanity. 
All who are ready to follow the Ark of the Law, and 
accept the Divine teaching it enshrines, as a constant 
guide, are sure to receive Divine protection, and to be 
granted Divine aid, in their onward march. When they 
unite in the effort to overcome the pagan forces con- 
fronting them they are sure to defeat their adversaries and 
to clear the path of progress of all obstacles. 


THE Law of God is based on justice, and they that hate 
justice hate the Lord. When He reveals His hand they 
are bound to flee before Him. The army that ts preceded 
‘by the Ark of the Law, and 1s resolved to secure obedience 
to that Law, cannot be beaten because it fights the battle 
of the Lord. Israel's spiritual leaders proclaimed this 
truth to the world when nations were ready to declare 
“a holy war” against those they described as “ infidels,” 
and whom they were eager to destroy, because they differed 
in the formulation of creeds, dogmas, rites, and manners of 
worship. Israel had no share in these wars except as victims 
of the cruelties perpetrated by the fanatical warriors, The 
armies who fought those wars knew nothing of justice or 
equity, did not serve the God of righteousness, and did 
not advance the cause of humanity. They did not further 
progress, but hindered it. The Ark of the Law was not 
their symbol, and the Commandments engraved on the 
Tables of Sinai were not their guides or their inspiration. 
On the contrary, the Divine Commandments were violated 
at every step, and the victors inflicted infinite misery on 
the vanquished. The pages in which these deeds are 
recorded are among the blackest in human history. 

But to-day Israel is ready and eager to join in a battle 
which no God-fearing person need hesitate to describe 
as “the battle of the Lord.” Nor need we hesitate to 
regard as “the enemies of God” our foes in the fight 
against whom we are entitled to pray for Divine interven- 
tion and to depend on Divine help. We are not afraid 
to let the world know that we hate those who hate justice, 
and that we look forward to seeing them “ flee before the 
Lord.” The enemy began his campaign by proclaiming 
aloud his hatred of Israel and by demonstrating his readi- 
ness to break every commandment contained in the Law 
engraved on the tables of stone and impressed on the 
heart of man. Israel replies by declaring that the suffering 
it has had to endure, by being exposed to such hatred, 
is more than outweighed by the privilege of being the first 
and most immediate target of the attacks of such a godless 
foe. Israel's spokesmen of to-day are aware of their 
right and their duty to draw the attention of the freedom- 
loving nations to the significance of this privilege. 


N° people in the world has in the course of the ages 
been more ready to forgive an enemy and to forget 
his misdeeds than the Jewish people. But no people has 
been more determined to continue the fight against the 
“enemies of the Lord” and to oppose their wickedness than 
the Community of Israel, pledged, as it has always been, to 
uphold the Divine Law and to follow the Ark containing 
the Tables of Sinai. For a long time we have been unable 
to carry on the fight effectively because of our isolation in 
the midst of the nations. The Ark of the Law was left in our 
possession, but we could not pave a path on which it might 
move onwards. Now that the Ark has at last “ set forward,” 
‘and great nations have followed it into battle, its progress 
must not be stopped until it has come to rest in a new 
world, and the battle must not cease until “ the enemies of 
the Lord have been scattered and made to flee before Him.” 
But we must not forget the concluding words of Moses’ 
prayer in regard to the Ark of the Law: “And when it 
rested, he said: *‘ Return, O Lord, unto the ten thousands 
of the families of Israel.” The many thousands of the 
families of Israel who have deemed themselves forsaken, 
who have felt all the bitterness and misery that homeless- 
ness brings in its train, whose suffering the struggle for 
justice and the endless wanderings have overwhelmingly 
increased, and who have been praying in vain for rest and 
relief, must be enabled to begin a new life in the new 
world that is to arise on the ruins of the old. Their faith 
in God and His Law must be restored, and they must be 
made to feel in their own lives the significance of the defeat 
of the godless and the flight of the evildoers. When the free 
nations have completed their grim task, and have succeeded 
in liberating the oppressed, the God of justice, who will have 
granted them victory, will demand that justice be done to His 
people, and that Israel's age-long fight against unrighteous- 
ness and barbarism be recognised and rewarded. Let this 
be made known and brought home to all who are engaged 
in the great fight, our own people among them.

_ This Declaration expresses the individual's unshakable faith 
in British victory, bringing freedom to all the peoples of this 
earth; states that he proudly ranges himself with all those who 
join in the defence of Palestine, the Holy Land of Three Faiths, 
against the barbaric paganism of the Nazis; and, “ firmly 
believing in the future of the Jewish National Home in a free 
Palestine,” declares his donation to the campaign, as a symbol 
of his faith. 

_A manifesto has been issued in connection with the Victory 
Campaign, which urges the reasons for conducting such a 
“ drive’ at the present time. 


The committee which has been formed includes every section 
of the Community, and the Zionist Federation and the Keren 
Hayesod have agreed to give every assistance. Zionist youth 
bodies and the Youth Institute are supporting the campaign, and 
Zionist societies and groups throughout the country are taking 
part in it. Particularly encouraging are messages of support 
received from some of the worst-blitzed areas. 

Mr. Leopold Schen will be in general charge of the organisa- 
tion of the campaign, with the co-operation of Mr. Maurice 
Rosetté, the Secretary of the J.N.F. Dr. Dov Biegun has been 
delegated by the head office in Jerusalem to conduct propaganda 
throughout the British Isles. 


“ONE MAN WHO HAS FAITH” 
Allenby’s Tribute to Weizmann Recalled 


“A more glorious University " in Palestine will emerge from 
the present war, declared Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the 
Jewish Agency and the World Zionist Organisation, at the 20th 
anniversary dinner of the American Jewish Physicians’ Com- 
mittee hold in New York in conjunction with the American 
Friends of the Hebrew University. 

Dr. Weizmann recalled that in 1918, when he asked General 
Allenby for permission to lay the foundation-stone of the 
Hebrew University on Mount Scopus, ten miles from the firing 
line, the British commander told him he was crazy, but seven 
years later declared that the act “ gave confidence to my army 
because they thought that’ here is one man who has faith.”

FARM CITY CONFERENCE 
IN LEEDS 


Middle-Class Settlement in Palestine 


ORGANISATION ON CO-OPERATIVE 
PRINCIPLES 


[By our own Correspondent) 


The Farm City Association Conference, which was held 
on Sunday at Brandsby Lodge, Leeds, was attended by 60 
delegates from Glasgow, Leeds and Harrogate, Liverpool, 
Manchester, London, and Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

They were welcomed by Mr. Henry Freedman (Chairman, 
Leeds Farm City Association), who paid a warm tribute to Mr. 
Fred Nettler, J.P., the originator of the Scheme, and said that 
there were numberiess Jews up and down the country who 
ought to avail themselves without delay of the opportunity it 
presented to prepare a home for themselves and their children 
in Palestine. By buying land for themselves through the instru- 
mentality of the Jewish National Fund at this juncture the 
Jews of Britain were declaring their implicit faith and confidence 
in the British victory and the certainty of post-war Jewish 
progress in Palestine 

Professor Selig Brodetsky, who was prevented from attend- 
ing the conference, because of consultations in London arising 
out of the present situation in the Middle East, wrote, in the 
course of a letter: 

“ So far from: the spreading of the war to the Middle East 
and the endangering of Palestine reducing the possibility of 
work in the country, I can say, on very good authority, that, on 
the contrary, it 1s more than ever necessary to strengthen our 
work there” If the Jews of Palestine will have to defend them- 
Selves against attack, which, let us hope, will not come, they 
will be all the better equipped tf Jews all over the world provide 
the necessary means for strengthening the settlements.” 

Protessor Samson Wright (President of the Jewish National 
Fund for Great Britain and treland) described the conference 
as an historic occasion, since it established practical co-operation 
between the Jewish National Fund and middle-class Jewry in 
this country, which would prove of immense and striking value 


both to the individuals participating and the Jewish people as a 
whole. 


A Channel For Development 


Since the war began. he continued, the»J.N.F. had acquired 
no less than 60,000 dunams of new land in Palestine, and im the 
infancy of the Farm City Scheme 380 dunams of excellent land 
near the seaside resort of Nathania had been taken up by 133 
participants in this country. Through the Farm City and 
kindred schemes, hundreds of thousands of pounds could 
eventually flow into Palestine for the acquisition of land and 
for agricultural and industrial development. There was, further- 
more, no reason why this scheme could not also be taken up on 
a still larger scale by the Jewish Communities of the U.S.A 
and the British Dominions , 

They were absolutely confident, concluded Professor Wright, 
in Britain's ultimate victory and the great future in store for 
the Jewish people in Palestinc, and he hoped that the good 
news which had come that day from Syria was an augury of 
the absolute success of the Farm City project to which they 
had set thei hand. 

Mr. Nettler said that he had worked out the Farm City 
Scheme to meet what he regarded as an important gap in 
Jewish economic development in Palestine. The Zionist 
Organisation and its institutions had not. hitherto made a serious 
attempt to give concrete expression to the very real desire on 
the part of the Jewish middle classes to play théir part in 
building up the National Home. They, no less than the 
Chalutzim, had the right to have homes for themselves and theirs 
families in. Palestine, and the right to expect the national 
organisations, in whose reliability they had faith, to guide them 
to that end. 

The land allocated by the J.N-F. for the Farm City was 
situated close to the seashore, and ideal for all types of cultiva- 
tion, and there was plenty of water available. It was hoped 
that the members of the Farm City would organise it on co- 
operative principles throughout. giving each member the fullest 
possible benefit of all the amenities created by their joint efforts. 
The immediate task before them was to see that all the 350 
plots which were available were taken up without delay, so that 
they could proceed with planning and building schemes, etc. 


Planners and Investors Combined 


Mr. Leopold Schen conveyed to the conference the greetings 
ot Mr. Ussishkin and the Board of Directors of the Jewish 
National Fund in Jerusalem, and said that it was hoped through 
the Farm City Scheme to strike a balance between the Jews in 
and out of Palestine, since, by its nature, it made an important 
provision for the needs of both. The fact that in the Farm City 
Association they had in one and the same group both the 
planners and the investors would ensure its success and the 
regular flow of very necessary capital to Palestine. The 
acquisition of these new areas would enable the participants in 
the Farm City Scheme and also numerous other Jewish settlers 
without private means to settle in healthy semi-rural conditions, 
where they could supplement their incomes from their gardens. 
Indirectly, that process would lessen overcrowding and other 
social evils in the larger cities of Palestine. 

Mr. Bernard Gillinson (Hon. Secretary, Leeds Farm City 
Association) stressed the need for the Jewish middle class to 
look ahead and plan the reorganisation of their Own economic 
and family life. 

In the ensuing discussion, Mrs. Mendelson, Drs. C. E. Golds- 
borough and H. Edelston, and Messrs. A. Links and M. 
Brostoff took part. 

Ihe conference formally establishéd the Farm City Associa- 
tion for Great Britain and Ireland with the following hon 
officers: 

‘Jr. Fred. Nettler, J.P. (Glasgow), President: Professor L. 
,orahamson (Dublin), Messrs. Albert van den Bergh (London), 
ft. J. Coutts (Glasgow), Henry Freedman (Leeds), Lionel 
Jacobson (Newcastle), Maurice Jaffe (Manchester), and A. Links 
(Glasgow), Executive Committee: Bernard Gillinson (6, Moor 
Allerton Gardens, Leeds, 7), and M. Glasser (86, Queen’s Drive, 
Glasgow), Joint Hon. Secretaries. 

Local branches were to be asked to nominate members to a 
central committee. 

Thanks were accorded to Mrs. H. Rosenthal, Mrs. I. Shulman, 
and other Zionist women for the hospitality they prepared for 
the delegates. 

A public meeting was held in the evening at the Forum 
Cinema, and the speakers included Mr. Nettler, Professor 
Wright, Mr. Schen, and Mr. L. Harris (of Manchester). Mr. 


Henry Freedman presided, and he responded on his own behalf 
and that of the speakers to a vote of thanks proposed by Mr. 
M. Glasser (Glasgow).

SCROLL PRESENTED TO JEWISH SOLDIERS 


Special Service in Tel-Aviv 


Five hundred Jewish soldiers, accompanied by officers, 
attended a service at the Great Synagogue in Tel-Aviv, when 
the Council of the Kehilla presented a Torah Scroll for Jewish 
soldiers in the Middle East. Chief Rabbi Uziel, in the course 
of an address, urged every young Jew to join the British 
fighting forces. 

Captain Rabinowitz offered a prayer for soldiers who had 
been taken prisoner, and Captain Ravitz recited the prayer for 
the fallen. Rabbi Raffalovitch, the Chaplain, who accepted the 
Scroll, recited the prayer for the King and the Royal Family. 

Seven hundred Jews volunteered for service with the British 
fighting forces during May, it is announced in Palestine. | 

The Palestine Broadcasting Society is introducing special 
programmes for Jewish soldiers. These will include Messages 
from their relatives to men serving all over the Middle East. 


SAVED FROM TORPEDOED SHIP 
Mr. P. Horowitz Rescued After 20-Minute Swim 


Mr. Phineas Horowitz, Vice-President of the Zionist Federa- 
tion of Great Britain and Ireland, has arrived in New York 
after an adventurous voyage in the course of whieh he was 
torpedoed and had to swim for his life. : 

Ihe ship in which Mr. Horowitz was travelling was tor- 
pedoed while on the way to Halifax, and he was picked up by 
a lifeboat after swimming for twenty minutes. He was then 
transterred to a corvette and conveyed to Halifax. 

Mr. Horowitz is going to South America on a mission in 
connection with the Jewish National Fund.

PALESTINE “DIGS FOR VICTORY” 
Feeding the Civilians and the Armies 


[By a Correspondent] 


As astonishing as anything achieved in the “ miracle of 
Jewish Palestine during the past 20 years has been the trans- 
formation of the country in the short space of 20 months into 
a producer of staple food supplies. ~ Dig for victory” has 
been more than a slogan of war for the Jews of Palestine—it 
has been at once a call to save the life of the Yishuv itself and 
a summons to forge a weapon of war for the forces of Britain 
and her cause. Palestine is digging for victory with will and 
resolution. The peril of food scarcity has been averted. Not 
only have the people been assured of food, but the fighting men 
of the Imperial and Allied Armies of the Middle East have 
been provisioned on the fruits of Jewish soil. 

The onrush of the Nazi hordes through the Balkans, and the 
consequent state of tension in the Near East, threatened 
Palestine with a dangerous blockade. The bulk of her food 
supplies was imported. Much of it came from the neighbour- 
ing countries, Syria, Iraq, and Egypt. War almost cut oft Syria 
as a source of supply. Imports from Iraq were reduced alarm- 
ingly. Egypt was obliged to conserve her food resources for 
her own population and for the additional calls of the large 
Imperial armfes assembled on her territory. For her primary 
needs she was dependent on‘foreign markets; 56 per cent, of 
her wheat requirements, 60 per cent. of her potatoes, and 80 per 
cent. of her dairy produce were imported from Europe and the 
Near Eastern countries. The conditions of war virtually put 
an end to these vital food products, and the situation in Palestine 
appeared as grave as in the starvation days of the carly stages 
of the last war. Interference with shipping in the Mediterranean 
aggravated the “ isolation’ of Palestine from her sources of 
supply. 

The Yishuv, with 20 years of pioneering triumphs behind ut, 
met this thréat, and within a few months Palestine was trans-

country. To-day Palestine is producing per cent. of her 
v requirements, 92 per cent. of her milk, 63 cent. 
of her meat, and 98 per cent. of her green fodder. Wheat pro- 


duction, perhaps the most important element of her food needs, 
has been so increased that now 44 per cent. of it is home-grown. 
The Jews have introduced the cultivation of potatoes, which 
were previously wholly imported from abroad. 


More Land Needed 


All this has been made possible by Jewish capacity to adapt 
old forms of cultivation to new needs, but more particularly by 
the opening up of new land for the production of essential) foods. 
There is still, however, a great gap between production and con- 
sumption. More and more food must be supplied from the soil 
of Palestine to meet the needs of the civilian population and the 
armies that are gathered there. But more and more food can 
only be grown if more and more land is devoted to it. Palestinian 
Jewry is “ digging for victory” with all its might, but the 
pressing need is for more land in which to dig. 


AGUDA DEMANDS RESPECT 
Unorthodox Jews Urged to Join 


The first conference of the Agudat Isracl was held in 
Petach Tikva last week, and was attended by 700 delegates, 
Rabbis, and guests from all over the country, reports the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

Rabbi M. Blau, analysing the present situation in the Yishuv, 
declared: “ We have much to say to the Yishuv. Not every- 
thing is in order, or in accordance with God's wishes.” He 
called on all unorthodox Jews to join the Aguda and to enter 
under the wings of the Torah, in order to establish Shilon 
Torah, Rabbi Blau also demanded an attitude of courtesy and 
respect from the Yishuv towards the Aguda, because, he said, 
the organisation spoke on behalf of scores of thousands of pious 
and God-fearing Jews. He concluded by announcing that there 
existed in Palestine a strong and healthy "Aguda Organisation. 

Rabbi I. M. Levin, who spoke in Yiddish, called on the 
Yishuv and on world Jewry to return to the roots of Judaism. 
All political and social theories were bankrupt, he added, and 
the only refuge was in God. 


Dr. |. Breuer described the principles and the line of activity 


of the Aguda, and demanded that the organisation should 
— more actively in political and economic life in 
alestine. 


A special resolution stressing the need for internal peace in 
the Yishuv was passed. The resolution emphasised the Aguda’s 
readiness for internal peace on a_ basis not affecting the 
principles of the Torah. Other resolutions provided for the 
establishment of a Torah Fund for WHachshara_ centres, 
Kibbutzim for workers and agriculturists, and an educational 


centre, and for the publication of daily, weekly, and monthly 
journals. 


THE BOMBING OF THE ABBEY 
Chief Rabbi’s Letter of Sympathy 


Following the bombing of Westminster Abbcy, the Chief 
Rabbi sent the following letter of sympathy to Dr. Paul de 
Labilliere, the Dean: 

“On behalf of my Community, I feel I must send you a line 
of sympathy in the great personal loss you have sustained 
through enemy action. Alas! Anglo-Jewry, too, has suffered. 
Several Synagogues have been badly damaged, and some com- 


pletely destroyed; among them—in recent§raid—the 
Great Synagogue, Aldgate. The celebration of the 250th 
anniversary of its foundation would—but for the war—have 


taken place in December last. Our deep trust that God will 
rebuild His waste places is our consolation.” 

The Dean replied : 

“ My dear Chief Rabbi: I am more grateful than I can say 
for your kind and understanding words of sympathy in our 
great loss. It has been a grim ordeal, but such letters as yours 
come as’a real help in a cloudy and dark day. May I take 
this opportunity of thanking you once more for the prayers 
which you have sent me. I have used many of them, with slight 
adaptations, in the Abbey. Unfortunately, those you sent me 
previously have perished in the flames. If you have any spare 
copies I should be most grateful for them.” 


Imperial and Foreign 


SERBS AND JEWS UNITE 
Brotherhood of Suffering 


The policy of the Nazi authorities in Serbia and of the 
Quisling Government in Croatia in instituting a reign oO 
persecution of both Jews and Serbs has cemented the friend- 
ship between these two suffering peoples and has resulted 
in their close co-operation in resisting the Nazi regime. 
Indeed, the Croat pro-Nazi Press complains that the Serbs 
and the Jews have formed a brotherhood to help each 
other to sabotage the “ New Order.” They protect each 
other's interests and property, the quislings allege; and it is 
even admitted that the harmony which exists between the 
two peoples can serve as an example to the various 
quarrelling groups of Croats, who, apparently, are far 
from being united in their estimate Of the blessings brought 
by the German-Italian invasion. 

The legislation enacted by the invaders in compelling Jews 
and Serbs to wear yellow arm-bands (with “ Z" for Jews and 
“SS” for the Serbs) has also helped to strengthen the feelings 
of — ge between them. It has certainly not shaken their 
moraic. 

In Croatia special passports have been introduced for Jews, 
giving photographs and finger-prints. Jewish businesses are 
being compelled to exhibit special signs, and Jews and Jewish 
firms have been forbidden to bear Serbian-sounding names 

All Synagogues in Croatia are being closed down, except those 
giving temporary shelter to Jewish refugees from the smaller 
towns. 

There is as yet no confirmation of the death of Dr. Alkalay, 
Chief Rabbi of Belgrade (reported at the time of the bombing 


of the city)... He apparently left Belgrade at the outbreak of 
war. 


CZECHS IGNORE JEW-LAWS 


Nazis in the Czech Protectorate are complaining that the 
Czechs ignore the anti-Jewish laws. The Pracer ABEND, a 
Nazi organ, says that the Czechs ridicule the Jews-laws and 
continue to befriend and support the Jews. A_ prominent 
member of President Hacha’s Czech Unity Party, which ts 
supposed to co-operate with the Nazis, actually married a 
Jewish girl, says the newspaper. 


~DARLAN “ CONDUCTS OPERATIONS ” 


By order of Admiral Darlan, searches have been begun in 
the Departments of Var, Alpes Maritimes, and Bouches-du- 
Rhéne (Riviera and Marseilles area) to “put an end to the 
action of Jews and foreigners ” in these districts. As a result, 
47 Jews have been interned and 400 Jews ordered to change 
their residences. The “ operations” are said to be continuing. 

It appears that complete agreement has been reached between 
Darlan and the Gestapo on the question of the drive against the 
Jewish refugees in unoccupied France. The Gestapo has been 
placed in control of the man-hunt, and the Vichy police are 
co-operating. Apart from the internment in French camps and 
exile of many refugees, the more noted of them are being 
handed: over to the Nazis for internment in German concentra- 
tion camps. 


CATHOLICS AND ANTI-JEWISH FILM 


Recently, the important French Catholic Temps Nouveau 
voiced a strong protest against the Nazified version of the film 
“Jew Suss.”” Terming the film “ stupid, un-Christian, and un- 
French,” the journal demanded its suppression in France, and 
concluded with the words, “Lord! What stupidity. But 
stupidity may be contagious.” 

The Temps Nouveau has been suspended by the authorities 
for a month. 


Mme. Philippe de Rothschild is reported to have been 
arrested at Chalons-sur-Saone while trying to cross the frontier 
between occupied and unoccupied France.’ Her husband was 
arrested by the Germans in September.

DUTCH PROFESSOR WHO DEFIED 
GESTAPO 


Why Leyden University Was Closed 


Professor Cleveringa, Dean of the Faculty of Law at 
Levden. is now at a concentration camp in Germany, 
following a demonstration, in the presence of members 
of the Gestapo, in favour of the Jewish Professor E. 
Meyers, a World authority on Roman Law, it ts reported in 
the Dutch newspaper published in London, Vau NEepdER- 
LAND. Professor Meyers was dismissed from his post under 
the order of Seyss-Inquart barring Jews from holding such 
offices. 

Before addressing the students in Professor Meyers’ lecture 
room, Professor Cleveringa had arranged with Professors 
Telders and Kollewyn that if he should bg arrested in the course 
of his speech they would jump on to the rostrum and continue 
the address from the point at which he had been stopped. 

He began by reading to the students a letter informing Pro- 
fessor Meyers that he had been dismissed as a ~ non-Aryan,” 
and went on to pay a tribute to the dismissed man as _h 
great Dutchman, a brilliant teacher, and a true citizen. In 
the strongest terms he denounced the interference of the occupa- 
tion authorities with the Constitutional law of the Netherlands, 
under which no Dutchman can be prevented trom holding 
any office under the State. “ And Meyers is a Dutchman, 
he added. 

Declaring that according to international law a b peed in 
occupation ts bound to respect the laws of the occupic country, 
Professor Cleveringa urged the students to refrain from acts 
against a numerically superior force, and advised them to wait 
for the day “ when Meyers will again be standing here.” The 
speech was followed by cheering and the singing of the national 
anthem. 

Next day Professor Cleveringa was sent to Germany, and 
after outbreaks of rioting the University was closed. The 
Nazis have since experienced endless trouble both with Dutch 
universities and secondary schools. 

Ihe Gestapo has definitely failed to suppress the protests of 
the students of the high schools and of the senior pupils of the 
secondary schools against anti-Jewish measures and the dis- 
missal of Jewish professors and teachers. In fact, the efforts 
of the Nazis have only resulted in frequent pro-Jewish demon- 
strations. In Amsterdam, as a result of the repeated anti-Nazi 
demonstrations by the pupils, a secondary school has been 
closed until further notice 

Ihe Churches, too, continue to demonstrate their hostility 
towards Jew-laws, and appeals have appeared in Church organs 
urging the Dutch people to collect funds and clothes in aid of 
the Jews impoverished as a result of the Nazi regime. The pro- 
Jewish attitude of the Churches has aroused the anger of the 
Nazis and their Press, but the Dutch people have generously 
responded to the appeals of their spiritual leaders. 


The American Jewish Joint Distribution Committce’s head- 
quarters in Lisbon have succeeded in re-establishing contact 
with the Dutch Jewish Relicf Committee, and have resumed 
operations in Holland on a limited cxperimental scale. Most 
of the members of the Dutch Relief Committee remained at 
their posts following the German invasion, and continued their 
work to as great an extent as was possible. 


SPANISH JEWS IN THE BALKANS 
Franco Refuses Recognition 


During the Republican regime in Spain a number of Sefardi 
Jews m Greece, Bulgaria, and Yugoslavia, who have always 


regarded themselves as Spanish Jews, sought and obtained 
from the Republican Government recognition as Spanish 
citizens. These “ Spaniols,”” whose ancestors came from Spain 


after the launching of the Inquisition, still speak Ladino, a form 
of Spanish dating back to the Middle Ages. 

Until the seizure of the Balkan States by Nazi Germany these 
Jews never had occasion to appeal to the Spanish Government 
for protection. But following the Nazi invasion and the enact- 
ment of anti-Jewish legislation in the Balkans, many of them, 
especially in Salonika and Athens, appealed to the Spanish 
Consulates for protection. At first, the Consulates were inclined 
to comply with their appeals, but as it became evident that 
such protection would involve them in conflict with the Nazi 
authorities, a number of Consulates addressed an inquiry to 
the Madrid Government asking for instructions. 

The Spanish Government has now replied that it does not 
recognise these Sefardi Jews as Spanish citizens, and that con- 
sequently they cannot enjoy consular protection. 


JEWS MUST SERVE NAZI POLICY 
Food Controllers in Rumania 


The Nazis in Rumania are exploiting the helplessness of 
the Jews by making some of them into helpless tools for 
the enforcement of their oppressive rule. 

On the excuse that they need officials who can speak both 
Rumanian and German, the Nazis have appointed scores of 
Jews as food controllers, which means that they have the dis- 
agreeable task of enforcing the requisitioning of food from the 
Rumanian peasantry. The Nazis are thus able to profit from 
the knowledge of the Jews, while at the same time branding 
om in the eyes of the peasantry as responsible for the food 
snortage. 

The danger inherent in this situation will become acute when 
the food shortage, already grave, reaches the point of famine. 

Jews appointed to these distasteful jobs have no possibility 
of declining them, since they are drafted into them with the 
alternative of forced labour in a concentration camp. 


SLOBODKA YESHIVA FOR AMERICA 


The Soviet Government in Lithuania has given permission 
for the world-famous Yeshiva in Slobodka, Kaunas, to continue 
with its lectures until arrangements are compieted for its transfer 
to the United States. 

It is added that the Soviet authorities have given permission 
for the Yeshiva, with all its staff, to leave for America. The 
Yeshiva has already received a general affidavit from the United 
States, but the American authorities ih Moscow consider this 
insufficient, and they demand an affidavit for each individual 
member of the Yeshiva. The Soviet authorities are giving all 
necessary facilities for the emigration of the staff and students, 
and have also permitted a representative of the Yeshiva to go 
to Moscow to negotiate with the American authorities. Only 
persons who were students of the Yeshiva prior to the incorpora- 
tion of Lithuania in Soviet Russia are to be recognised as 
students for purposes of emigration. , 

It is not at present known whether the other Lithuanian 
Yeshivot, including those of Telsiai. Kelmai, Keidaniai, and 
Panevezys, are to share in the same emigration facilities, or to 
be permitted to continue their lectures.

NAZI POLAND FEARS TYPHUS 
OUTBREAK 


Starvation and Overcrowding 


An outbreak of typhus and other epidemics is feared in 
Nazi Poland, largely as the result of the starvation rations 

ven to the people by their German overlords. Even now, 
it is reported, the under-nourishment in Warsaw is so great 
that last month an average of 450 people died every day, 
150 of them in the ghetto. 

The rations allotted to Poles are only half those allowed for 
Germans, and the Jews are even worse treated. There is very 
little soap and an insufficient supply of fuel, while new clothing 
is almost unprocurable. Thus the power of resistance to disease 
of Poles and Jews has been very much reduced. 

Overcrowding is also a potent cause of infection, and in this 
respect the Jews, hemmed into their ghettoes, are particularly 
unfortunate. Although the unsanitary conditions in the ghettoes 
are the direct result of their own orders, the Nazis are en- 
deavouring in advance to thrust responsibility for epidemics on 
to the Jews. In a widely distributed semphiet, they urge the 
necessity of avoiding any contact with Jews, who are alleged to 
be always dirty and covered with lice. Films showing “ filthy 
Jewish dwellings * are being shown in all the towns of Poland. 


In the Labour Camps 


Appalling details of the treatment of Jews in the forced labour 
camps have reached responsible Polish quarters in Britain. Most 
of the camps are situated along the present Soviet frontier. 
The barracks are not heated, food is bad, work is hard, and 
beating is frequent. The inmates’ clothing is totally inadequate. 

The death rate is very high, the report adds. It is said to 
reach 10 per cent.—six per cent. from illness and four per cent. 
from shooting. When some military works were finished all 
the Jews employed on them were shot. In the camp in Debica, 
near Cracow, a favourite punishment is to bind the victim with 
wet leather thongs; as the thongs dry they harden and contract 
to such an extent that the sufferer, after extreme agony, generally 
loses consciousness. 


GENERAL SIKORSKI DOTS THE “I’’s 
Equality for All in Future Poland 


In his speech to the Polish National Council last week 
General Sikorski, the Polish Premier and Commander-in- 
Chief, reiterated the pledge of freedom and equality for the 
Jews in the future Poland. 

“In New York,” said General Sikorski, “ I received a delega- 
tion from the World Jewish Congress. I had a long conference 
with them, and accepted their memorandum, to which I will now 
reply. Poland has, unfortunately, often been a scapegoat, duc 
to very many factors. Poles have been too hastily accused, 
among other things, of extreme anti-Semitism and pogroms. 
The situation has now been made clear by the explanation of 
the liberal principles which are a guide for the Government, 
and the sincerely democratic policy in accordance with which 
there will be applied in the future Poland equal obligations and 
equal rights towards all citizens of the Republic, irrespective of 
national origin, race or religion. 

“ Whoever opposed such a solution,’ General Sikorski con- 
cluded, “ would be working against the interests of his own 
country.” 


For the first time, the Polish National Council has been 
presided over by a Jew. M. Herman Lieberman, leader of the 
Socialist group, has been elected Acting-Chairman of the 
Council, as the Vice-Chairman, M,. Mikolajczyk, is remaining 
in the United States to continue the discussions begun by 
General Sikorski. 


“MASS EVACUATION IS CAPITULATION ” 


The policy of mass Jewish evacuation from Europe after the 
war was denounced by Dr. |. Schwarzbart, the Jewish membe: 
-of the Polish National Council, addressing the first public meet- 
ing of the Nahum Sokolow Socicty of Polish Zionists in Great 
Britain last week. 

The decisive part which the United States is expected to play 
in the economic reconstruction of Europe after the war was 
bound to preclude Jewish mass emigration for many years, or 
even decades, Dr. Schwarzbart said. The.reconstruction of 
Europe could be achieved with the help of the United States, 
which was expected to become much more closely linked with 
Europe alter the war than ever before. Mass evacuation was 
capitulation, and was incompatible with the ideal of justice 
on which the new democratic Europe would be based. 

There was an inseparable link between the full equality of 
Jewish rights in Europe, the formation of the Jewish State in 
Palestine, Dr, Schwarzbart declared. To-day Palestinian Jewry 
had to fight in order to get the right to defend their positions. 
It had become one of the links in the struggle of civilisation 
against Hitlerism. 


AUSTRALIA.—The Women’s Auxiliary of the Sydney Great 
Synagogue has been organising the collection and shipment of 
clothing for Jewish and non-Jewish victims of the raids on 
Britain. Following a cable from the organisation to Mr. N. 
Mandleson (the Synagogue’s representative at the Board of 
Deputies), the London Jewish Board of Guardians has accepted 
the consignment, and will distribute part of it to deserving non- 
Jewish charities. particularly the Salvation Army. 


PALESTINE MAILS LOST 


An airmail, including letters and printed matter for various 
countries, among them Palestine and Transjordan has _ been 
lost, according to an announcement by the General Post Office. 

The letters were posted in North Britain between April 4 
and 9 and in South Britain between April 5 and 8. 

The loss is also announced of a parcel post containing parcels 
posted between April 5 and 8.

The Rev. B. Fertleman, who was one of the organisers in the 
West Ham War Weapons Week (and the only Jewish representa- 
tive on the Co-ordinating Committee of all the Essex Boroughs), 
set himself the task of raising £1,000.

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THE NEW OUTLOOK FOR 
PALESTINE 


THE Allied invasion of Syria, following swiftly on the 
Iraqi rising, has brought Palestine to the front of the 
war picture. In both these cases, of course, the fighting 
zone has been close to Palestinian territory. It ts trom 
Palestine that the Syrian expedition has been launched. 
And, as events unfold, this country, battle-scarred in 
countless conflicts of the past, seems destined to play 
an ever more prominent and vital rdle as the war 
goes on. 

There is nothing in this which any political tyro could 
not have foreseen. But whether the importance of 
Palestine, and the paramount necessity that this base 
for British arms and reservoir of friendly man-power 
should be secure, was equally well appreciated in 
directly responsible quarters there is much reason to 
doubt. The fatuous proposal to divide the country into 
iwo tiny “States” each independent and distrustful of 
the other would scarcely have been presented in the 
guise of an inspired act of far-sighted statesmanship 
by officials who were clear in their minds about the 
Strategic significance of Palestine. Certainly, influential 
quarters, had they grasped intelligently the true. situa- 
tion, would never have been duped and jockeyed into 
accepting as axiomatic the belief which the Axis 
tricksters so stealthily imposed upon them, the belief 
that they had to choose between favouring the Jews or 
the Arabs, the belief in an essential antithesis in Arab 


and Jewish interests. the belief that the future welfare 


of the two peoples was mutually exclusive. This blunder, 
so artfully instilled by the Axis and its agents, has, 
indeed, led Whitehall and the Palestine Administration 
mto successive and violent changes of attitude as they 
veered now to one and now to another of the supposed 
rival communities. Artificially fostered by the Axis 
in the pursuit of their own designs, this pernicious 
attitude started the meddling and muddling of the 
various Palestine Commissions. It generated the flabbi- 
ness Of Arab appeasement—at the expense of the Jews. 
It has brought nothing but trouble and strife, because 
it was rooted in nothing but weak-mindedness and folly. 

To-day, the whole Palestine prospect is beginning 
to stand out more clearly against the broader and more 
revealing background of the titanic conflict. The 
supposed incurable enmity between Jew and Arab is 
beginning to reveal its essential artificiality in the light 
of the mightier and more portentous struggle. Now 
is Not a question of Arab or Jew, but of whether both 
can survive in Palestine, of whether Palestine can be 
saved from Axis destruction, The hard facts of brutal 
war brush aside the cunning pretence that Arab and 
Jewish interests are conflicting, and show them as they 
really are, mutual and complementary. To that correc- 
tion or readjustment the Palestine Administration and 
the Colonial Office, British politicians and British public 
opinion, must now sedulously apply themselves. They 
must get themselves a new outlook on the whole Pales- 
tinsan problem. And the antiquated lumber of dis- 
credited ideas, the wicked old story of “either Jews 
or Arabs ” must be broken up and swept into the limbo 
of the many other contemptible stupidities which 
flourished in the inter-war period. 

In a recent speech, Mr. Eden, speaking as a member 
of the British Government, blessed the proposal for a 
Federation of Arab States. There is much, from both 
the British and Arab points of view, to commend this 
policy, which has been consistently advocated in these 
columns as a means of circumventing the Arab-Jewish 
suspicions, which have been so largely of Axis manu- 
facture. The success of any such plan, of course, will 
depend ultimately on whether the state members of the 
Federation are seen to prosper. The test which will be 
applied by the peoples themselves will be the test of 
practical achievements. It will depend on such things 
as whether the fellaheen remain poverty-stricken, or 
whether they are secured the fruits of their labour, 
whethere or no the irrigating ideas of modern progress 
are allowed to reinvigorate neglected and stagnant lands, 
so that the economic possibilities of those lands are 
exploited and, as a result, the standards of living of the 
masses rise. 

One thing has been demonstrated beyond a shadow 
of doubt: the speediest, perhaps the only, means of 
adequately developing the potentialities of the Arab 
lands and peoples in the interests of those peoples is 
through a freely developing Jewish Palestine. Jewish 
Palestine is the ideal bridge across which the progress 
of the West can be naturally conveyed to the backward 
Arab lands—the only bridge, indeed, that can lead the 
Arab lands to enjoyment of their own spiritual and 
material wealth. All other means of “ modernisation ™ 
can only lead to Arab degeneracy and the horrors of 
“ Levantism,” because they amount to bestowal or 


imposition, whereas the process which a Jewish 
Palestine makes possible is, indeed, self-respecting Arab 
development. 3 

Every fact of recent Palestinian history exemplifies 
this salient truth. Every intelligent and honest Arab 
knows this in his heart. Every honest observer of 
Palestine under the Mandate, and even under the dis- 
quieting and, to some, dispiriting conditions of war, 
admits and would testify to this reading of the Federa- 
tion’s future. A Jewish Palestine, zealously guarding the 
rights of every one of its citizens, irrespective of race or 
creed, and whole-heartedly united with the Federated 
Arab States in what would be better called a Near 
Fastern Federation, could be a source of strength to 
both peoples and an invulnerable bastion of the British 
position im that part of the world—and if this war has 
made one thing clear it is that the strength of the 
British position in any part of the world ts the measure 
of the security and liberty of those quarters. For 
British government, despite its frequent inefficiency and 
amateurishness, is infinitely less malevolent than any 
other example, now or in the past, of that inevitably 
corrupted phenomenon, man-in-power. 

Imagination, indeed, foresees a time when such a Near 
Eastern combination would, gradually, through the un- 
foreed influence of common ideals and interests, become 
associated, as a congeries ‘of free peoples, in golden ties 
of sympathy with the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, which is destined to become the foews and 
rallying-point of all the forces of progr and liberty. 
Ihe link between Palestine and Britain nifeht well be 
instrumental in bringing that happy consummation to 
Pass. And would not the vision, if realised, of the 
drawing together of America and the British Common- 
wealth after the war shed upon it a new radiance and 
beneficence 

But the first step towards the building of this new 
edifice of the spirit must be the scrapping of the bad 
old mistakes that have marked Palestine’s past. They 
must be buricd fathoms deep, never to rise up again.

One 
fact stands out clear and bold from Professor Cleveringa’s 
protest and from the many other brave deeds in various 
Dutch quarters, whether they be passive or active. Hitler 
cannot break the Dutch people's heart and faith any more 
than he can those of the Czechs, and of the people of 
Norway, and of his other victims. Sooner or later. there- 
fore, and perhaps sooner than most people think, his 
ramshackle New Order, reared on banditry and hate. will 
come clattering to the ground amid general contempt and 
derision. 


FASCIST SHIFTS 

IN the years before 1914 we used to hear an annual 
admonition: “Wan until the snows meit in the Balkans 
and war will come.” Nowadays, a similar association of 
ideas can be’ detected, which can be described as “ wait 
until the anti-Semites get busy again, and you can then be 
sure that a German * peace’ offensive is on the way.” At 
the moment the Nazis are getting ready to talk “ peace ™ in 
a score of different places and are setting to work to “ mine 
and sap” with all their customary cunning. And sure enough 
those who keep their ears to the ground hear the subtle 
whispering of anti-Jewish incitements coming from. all 
sorts of directions and from the most elusive quarters. The 
inciters, as our Special Correspondent points out this week, 
have changed their weapons. At one time, they employed 
principally the charge that the Jews made the war. Now 
that events have exploded that old lie. they are substituting 
the allegation that “ because Jews are running the British 
war cflort tt is impossible for Britain to win.’ Conversely. 
they argue that “ Hitler has got rid of the Jews, and see 
how he is walking away with everything!” Hitler, of course. 
has been pressing the wretched German Jews into his own 
War service—-but that by the way. ‘Nothing, it seems, comes 
amiss to Fascist Or Nazi plotters. Self-contradition has no 
terrors for them. Only let it be a big enough and juicy 
enough he and it is seized on and revelled in. 


THE ANTLSEMITIC INTERNATIONAL 

Sipe by side with our native swastika ~ fressers ~ 6 
other fomenters of mischief, such as a certain crank 
economic group, who are engaged in trying to persuade 
people that Hitlerism ts nothing but a Jewish conspiracy 
to conquer the world, and who do not hesitate to propagate 
the crazy notion that the Fiihrer himself is only an agent 
of the Jews. One would have thought that anti-Semitism 
would at least have stopped short at such palpable insanity. 
But there is seemingly no limit to the credulousness of the 
anti-Semite. once the virus has taken hold of him. 
And at the same time, experience shows there is no limit 
also to the gullibility of the simple and the innocent the 
world over. Barnum’s dictum, “Every hour another 
sucker’s born.” is as true to-day as when the shrewd show- 
man lived. With careful priming vast masses could be made 
to believe that the Jews sent shivering winds in May just 
as did their medieval forebears that the Jews sent the 
Black Death. Hitler has always realised this. He is the 
preacher of the “ Kolossal” lie. Goebbels has used it as 
his prime guidance, and time after time has indeed “ got 
away with it.’ And the process is carried on in every land 
where the Nazi influence can creep in. 


GOVERNMENT STILL ASLEEP ? 

lr is important to ‘bear in mind that in this work the 
Germans and their foreign disciples do not act apart. There 
could be no greater mistake than to suppose that they do. 
Ihe anti-Semitic International plans and co-ordinates and, 
above all. in true Teutonic style, carefully times its efforts, 
to avoid a drop of its ink or a single breath being wasted. 
It is one of the greatest menaces to democracy—and 
especially to the American democracy, if it knew it. Is the 
British Government fully awake to the threat? Does it, 
even now, understand that the mental and moral infection 
of Fascist anti-Semitism can be as deadly a factor tn a total 
war as any epidemic or succession of defeats? It is very 
doubtful whether this tremendously important feature of 
the total war is. vet fully grasped in this country. Ihe 
Government are sull in too many respects most “credulously 
incredulous, 


Mianwrire. the fifth-columnists, both those whom the 
authorities know of and deem safe to have at liberty, and 
the many they do not know of, wait patiently and work 
tirelessly, circulating their anti-Semitic seditious literature 
through the post and relying on that untasing stalking 
horse --Jew-hatred. And the potson, untouched by effective 
Government action, goes on festering and festering until... 


FOOD IN WAR-TIME 

evasion of the food regulations in this time of 
national travail is a criminal act for which no excuse can 
be made and, as many believe. no penalty could be too 
severe, Yet that it is practised on a considerable scale ts 
evident, judging from the thousands of prosecutions that 
have been instituted. Only a tiny proportion of the male- 
factors are members of the Jewish Community. But 
unfortunately, despite the fact that Jews among them form 
in point of, fact so small a proportion, the discrimimation 
practised im the procedure of the prosecutions-—where, for 
example. one Jew among thirty traders is selected as the 
test case whereby the other twenty-nine non-Jews’ cases are 
decided—-and the grotesquely disproportionate prominence 
frequently given in the press to the Jewish cases are calcu- 
lated to give a dangerously false impression. In view of 
this disquieting development, the approach made to Jewish 
traders by the Trades Advisory Council of the Deputies is 
an admirable step and should, with the co-operation of 
these traders themselves, help to unearth and suppress any 
malpractices that may exist on the part of members of our 
Community, They should be earnestly requested § to 
support the efforts of the T.A.C., in connection with which 


a general meeting of Jewish traders is being called for next 
Phursday. 


But a heavy- responsibility rests upon another section of 
our Community our Jewish consumers. These are asked 
not to participate in the violations of the Food Regulations, 
however trifling they may seem-—that extra halfpenny. or 
penny mounts up--but on the contrary to report at once 
to the local Food Office or to the Advisory Council every 


case within their knowledge in’ which the offence is 
committed, 


APPEAL TO JEWISH HOUSEWIVES 


fHese duties are of the greatest importance and cannot 
be too emphatically stressed. The Jewish housewife does 
not need to be told that it is an anti-social and “ unfriendly ” 
act to obtain extra supplies by devious means or at 
enhanced prices. Such “hogging” of the available food 
is bound to result in injustice to someone else and is, in its 
essence, an affront to Judaism, which calls for kindness 
and love for our fellows. Similarly, the moral obligation of 
the Jewish--as of the non-Jewish—housewife to report 
every instance of offending of which she is aware, is impera- 
tive and should be inescapable. It is a civic obligation, an 
Obligation to the State. It is as much a part of the nation’s 
war effort as work in the munitions factories or the working 
of a gun. Not least, the duties referred to are incumbent 
on every Jewish shopper in the interests of the Community 
to which he or she belongs, and more particularly if the 
wrong-doer should be a member of the Jewish Community. 
There should be no false sentiment in the matter. Any 
Jew who, by his disgraceful conduct, risks bringing all his 
fellow-Jews into disrepute and contumely is deserving of 
no pity. This is a matter of duty to the Jewish Community 
and to the State. It dare not, and must not, be shirked.

THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE 
DESTROYED 
Many Communal Buildings Blitzed 


The names. which may now be disclosed, of buildings 
damaged in recent raids include those of a number of 
London Synagogues and communal offices. 

Most famous is that of the Great Synagogue, Duke's Place, 
E.C.. which was completely destroyed lt was probably the 
best-known Jewish building in the Empire, and associated with 
its long history are the names of. the great figures ot Anglo- 
Jewrv—famous Chief Rabbis, Chazanim, and choi-leaders 
The congregation was established in 1690. The edifice was con- 
structed in 1722. and enlarged and remodctied in 1790. Within 
the walls of the Cathedral Synagogue, as it was often called, 
were held impressive services, on special Jewish and national 
occasions. whose memory will long remain in the minds of 
those who attended them, just. as will the recollections ol 
marriage, Barmiutzvah, and other family occasions. at Duke s 
Place.” 

Adjoining the Great Synagogue were the offices of the Chief 
Rabbi. the United Synagogue Burial Society, and the Beth Din, 
Ihese were also completely destroyed. The Central Synagogue, 
Great Portland Street, W., suffered a similar fate. It was con- 
secrated in 1870 Ihe oflice block of the Bayswater Synagogue 
was destroyed, as was also the West Central Jewish Lads’ Club, 
bitzroy Square. 

Among Synagogues damaged were the Borough, Dalston, 
Hackney, East London, and New West End (in the United 
Synagogue Group), and Bethnal Green Great, Philpot Street 
and Sidney Street fin the Federation). Damage was done to 
the office of the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society in Little 
Britain, and to the Alderney Road and Brady Street Cemeteries.

A Manchester effort, headed by Rabbi K. Rosen (Chair- 
man), Dr. L. Wislicki, and Mr. J. Morgenstern (Joint 
Treasurers), and Mrs. M. Grosskopf and Miss Reva Massel 
Goint Hon. Secretaries), is now in progress on behalf of 
the Mizrachi Emergency Appeal, which aims at consoli- 
dating the work done by the various Mizrachi organisa- 
tions in Palestine, and, in particular, helping to achieve the 
re-establishment at Yavneh and elsewhere in Eretz Yisrael 
of famous Continental Yeshivot. 

The Manchester Committee, in their appeal to the Com- 
munity, explain that 17,000 children receive a Jewish and 
secular education in 70 Mizrachi schools—from kindergarten 
to technical schools and Yeshivot; that Synagogues, Rabbis, 
teachers, and Shochetim are maintained in numerous towns end 
settlements by the Mizrachi organisation; that there are 15,000 
workers enrolled in the religious Labour organisation Hapoel! 
Hamizrachi; and that there are now 36 agricultural scttle- 
ments striving for a productive Jewish commonwealth on the 
basis of Torah Va'Avodah (Judaism and Labour). They invite 
all those who feel deeply that the National Home must be 
built on a religious basis—in-short, that the word “ Jewish ” 
in “ Jewish National Home ™ must be emphasised—to associate 
themselves with the Mizrachi Appeal, so that these hopes can 
be translated into reality 

The Manchester Committee are aiming at £1,000, towards 
which £200 has been raised to date. Rabbi Dr. Berkowitz, of 
Leeds, visited Manchester this week-end in support of the 
Appeal and gave addresses at the Central Synagogue and at 
the Higher Crumpsall Synagogue.

“THE LEEDS ZIONIST” 
Christian Minister Contributes Leading Article 


(From our Correspondent) 


The third issue of “ The Leeds Zionist,” the living news- 
paper of the Leeds Zionist Society, was read to a meeting of 
some fifty members last week : 

[he leading article was contributed by the Rev. H. J. S. 
Guntrip, Minister of the Salem Congregational Church. His 
subicct was “Religion and Humanism” and he traced the rise 
of humanism to its position as the guiding philosophy of the 
day. Recent developments had now cast a shadow over this 
philosophy. He argued that religion was the only solution to 
man’s difficulties Ihe arguments adduced by the humanists 
sounded easy, logical, and plausible, but they were founded 
on fallacies. The solution of man’s problems could only come 
through a regeneration of man’s spirit 

Dr. H. L. Edelston contributed a further article in his series 
on Mental Hygiene.” This dealt with Aggression’ and 
the various means of dealing with aggressors. The first way 
was by counter aggression which, though effective at times, 
engendered hate, thus rendering the cure worse than the disease. 
The second method was of ultra-pacifism which he rejected, 
commenting that even peace could be bought at too high a 
price. We must, he said, stand squarely up to the aggressor as 
we were doing now, but he concluded with a warning that, 
when the day of the victory of right over might arrived, we 
should be on guard to see that our natural anger did not over- 
flow into senseless revenge but was directed to overcome the 
obstacles to a true new order based on the pillars of Judaism— 
social equality and justice. 

The “ Woman's Page,’ edited by Mrs. D. Fox, included an 
entertaining article by Mrs. E. Lever read by Miss R. Balsham. 
The literary article consisted of a Forum prepared by Mr. R. 
Lyons on the Penguin book, “ Zionism in Palestine,” by Sir 
Ronald Storrs, various members submitting reviews to him. 
A cartoon was drawn by Mr. B. S. Reiss, and there was an 
article by Mr. S. Temkin on Dr. Chaim Weizmann, the first of 
a series entitled “ Zionist Personalities.”

JEWISH CHILDREN WITHOUT 
JUDAISM 


South Wales Conditions Disclosed 
DR. FISHMAN : “ AWAKE, ANGLO-JEWRY!” 


[From our 


The spiritual plight of Jewish evacuee children in South 
Wales and Monmouthshire was disclosed by delegates at a 
conference held in Cardiff on Sunday afternoon. 

In the Council room of the Cathedral Road Synagogue, 
educational workers and teachers associated with the Joint 
Emergency Council of London, came together to meet Dr, 
Isidore Fishman, Education Officer of the Union of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes and representative of the Emergency Council. 

Mr. Henry Silver, President of the Cathedral Road Congre- 
gation, who presided, welcomed those who had travelled long 
distances to attend. Delegates gave their experiences of Jewish 
groups of evacuece children who had no Jewish teaching, no 
Jewish environment, and no Kashrut. One speaker told of 
Jewish children in church and chapel choirs. Another told 
how at a May Day festival in South Wales, two Jewish girls 
in a street parade held up the banner, bearing the inscription, 
“King, Shepherd and Saviour.” A third testified that in a 
Welsh newspaper the list of winners of a church examination 
was headed with the names of children called Cohen and 
Solomons. 

In most cases investigations had been made by Jewish 
ministers or teachers, with most disappointing results, 
“ because,” said these delegates, “the children were lacking 
in fervour for Jewish knowledge before they arrived in these 
valleys and their situation was involved in numerous diffi- 
culties.” 

The Rev. M. Landy (Port Talbot and Aberavon) complained 
that Cardiff Jewish ministers and leaders had not visited their 
areas to assist or guide them. Mr. A. Hyams (Newport) said 
that many small groups were miles away from any Jewish 


centre. The Rev. Aron Cohen (New Tredegar) emphasised the 
dangers’ from the proselytising zeal of non-Jewish foster- 
parents. He thought the Jewish hostel scheme was the only 


réal answer to the problem. The Rev. H. Jerevitch approved 
of the hostel scheme as a solution, providing it was not too 
large. The Rev. Maurice Unterman thought much more could 
and should be done through billeting in Jewish homes. Pte. N 
Nevies, of Pontypridd,. described how, in between military 
duties, he was successfully organising classes of religious instruc- 
tion in Bath. Other speakers were Miss Anne Jacobs (Rhondda 
Valley), the Revs. G. Gray, A. Zucker, and E. Wilenczyk. 


Local Emergency Council 


Replying to the discussion, Dr. Fishman said: “ We now 
know the true picture and we must face up to the facts. It 
is time now for resolute and prompt action.” In the evening 
he addressed a communal meeting at the Isaac Samuel Memo- 
rial Hall, where his subject was “ Awake, Anglo-Jewry!” 

Prior to the conference Dr. Fishman had spoken (in the 
morning), at the Isaac Samuel! Memorial Hall. on the problems 
of evacuee education in South Wales, and had suggested the 
setting up of an Emergency Council by the two Cardiff Con- 
gregations, which should then elect a representative to serve 
on the reconstituted committee being formed in London. Mr. 
Henry Silver presided. Those present unanimously approved 
of the scheme and agre@i to put it into effect immediately. 
Dr. Fishman then proceeded to the Windsor Place Assembly 
Hall, where Mr. Abraham Hauser, President of that Congrega- 
tion, presided over a meeting, which also expressed approval 
of the scheme 


TROOPS AND HABONIM AT CARDIFF 
SERVICE

He spoke also of the evacuation of Jewish 
children and said that the tackling of this problem, in a way 
that should assure the spiritual welfare of the younger genera- 
tion, would be a test for the sincerity of the two Cardiff 
congregations. 

Mr. Henry Silver and Professor J. M. Yoffey, of the Cathedral 
Road Congregation, occupied the Hon. Officers box together 
with Mr. Abraham Hauser, during the latter part of Mr. 
Unterman’s sermon I learned that consultations were to 
follow and that it was likely that unanimity would be reached 
on a modus vivendi. 


ECCLESIASTICAL UNION FOR S. WALES 


At a meeting of the clergy of both Cardiff congregations, 
presided over by Rabbi Rogosnitzky, it was decided to form a 
Jewish Ecclesiastical Union of South Wales. A conference of 
all the Jewish clergy in the South Wales area is to be held in 
Cardiff on Sunday, June 22. 


DEPUTIES’ APPEAL AT LUTON 


Mr. B. Rose, President of the Luton Hebrew Congregation, 
resided at a successful meeting held in the George Hotel on 
uesday to support the Board of Deputies’ Appeal. 

Professor S. Brodetsky addressed the audience on the con- 
ditions arising out of the war situation, particularly in recep- 
tion areas, and emphasised the responsibility of every member 
of the Community to provide the children with a knowledge of 
Judaism and Jewry. The alternative would be chaotic with this 
generation growing up without a realisation of what the Jewish 
way of life meant. So for the first time in its history, the 
Board, had launched an appeal to provide for the essential 
services of Anglo-Jewry. 

Mr. B. Shorn proposed a vote of thanks to the speaker, which 
was carried with acclamation. The first collection for £800 
was made, the Luton Congregation contributing one hundred 
guineas.

OXFORD COMMUNITY'S 
CENTENARY 
Colourful Synagogue Ceremony 


{From our Correspondent) 


The centenary of the Oxtord Jewish Community and the 
7h anniversary of the repeal of the University Tests were 
commemorated in the Synagogue on the first day of Pente- 
cost during the morning service. 

fo celebrate the event and to mark the connection of the 
Synagogue wih the University, academic robes were worn by 
the holders of Doctor's degrees, including one of the Sorbonne, 
and the undergraduates attended in cap and gown—introducing 
a colourful and a festive note. Lord Samuel wore the robe 
as Doctor of Civil Law. 

Dr. Cecil Roth delivered an address in which he traced the 
Origin of the community, evoked the memory of the founders, 
and recalled the names of scholars who were associated with 
ut. Dr. Roth said there had been a Jewish place of worship 
in Oxford in the Middle Ages (when the community was among 
the most important in England). In 1841—two centuries after 
the resettilement-—a Synagogue was established by a few traders: 
Wolf Harris, Isaiah Wolf, Harris Levi, Israel Levi, Simon 
Praag, and Aaron Jacobs 

Thirty vears later. the Act of Parliament of 1871, which 
abolished the religious tests and enabled Jews to study at the 
University, was a turning point in the history of the community, 
and the presence of the undergraduates that day, said Dr. Roth, 
showed that their admission to secular study has not impaired 
their Jewish allegiance. 

The present Synagogue dates from 1893, and it was largely 
maintained by students. The speaker also recalled the name of 

oe! Jessel, Mayor-elect of the city, who was responsible for 
the acquisition of the present Synagogue, and the names of 
many scholars, including Moritz Stemschneider, who founded 
the science of Hebrew Bibliography, Adolph Neubauer, the first 
Jews to occupy an official position in Oxford, and Haham Dr. 
Moses Gaster, Hchester lecturer in 1886 and 1894, Oswald John 
Simon, Claude Montefiore, H. S. Q. Henriques, Laurie Magnus, 
and Herbert Locwe 

Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches read the Prayer for the Royal 
Family, the Rev. J. Weinberg conducted the service, assisted by 
Mr. A. Klausner, and Mr. V. D. Lipman read the special prayer 
for the University.

The Committee have arranged with 
the Northampton Education Office for the continuance of 
Habonim activities at Barry Road School on Sunday afternoons, 
under proper supervisio® Efforts are being made to secure 
premises which will serve as a centre for educational, social, 
and welfare activities, particularly among the children. 

The appointment of an _ attendance officer has been 
approved, and a serious and sustained attempt is now being 
made to bring back to the fold the large number of children 
who, for many months, have been without Jewish contact of 
any description. The difficulties of this task are aggravated by 
the incomprehensible indiflerence of so many of the parents. 

e Committee urgently appeal to all parents of children now 
in Northampton to see that their children take advantage of 
the increased facilities.

MR. LEWIS ASHENHEIM 
Prominent Jamaican 


One of the leading members of the legal profession in 
Jamaica, and one of its most versatile personalities, has 
passed away in the person of Mr. Lewis Ashenheim. 

Lewis Ashenheim was born in Kingston in 1873. On various 
occasions, he acted as Crown Solicitor. He was for many 
years the -Chairman of the Datty Gieaner. In 1909 he went to 
England as the West .Indian delegate to the Imperial Press 
Conterence and later represented the island at several Imperial 
Conferences in England. During the last war, Mr. Ashen- 
heim rendered valuable services to Jamaica and the Empire 
when he founded and acted as Chairman of the Jamaica War 
Stamp League, the Jamaica Airplane Fund, the Governor's 
Red Cross Fund, and the Gteaner’s Contingent Sufferers’ 
Fund. At the outbreak of this war, he again organised the 
Red Cross Stamps Fund, and identified himself with all the 
Jamaica war cflorts He was Chairman of the Jamaica Tele- 
phone Co. and Chairman and Director of many other com- 
panies. He was President of the United Congregation of 
Israelites at Kingston and took a keen interest in everything 
appertaining to Judaism. 


Ihe Rev. Henry P. Silverman, in a tribute at the funeral, 
said Lewis Ashenheim’s grandtather, Dr. Lewis Ashenheim, 
who came to Jamaica from Edinburgh in 1843, became one 


of the Editors of the Jewish magazine “ 
West.’ He was described as the “Apostle of Sanitary 
Reform” in the island. “Lewis Ashenheim’s father, J. L. As hen- 
hem, J.P., laid the foundation-stone of our Synagogue in 1911, 
he said, Lewis himself was a man of genius, with a 
phenomenal memory | have never met a layman with a 
greater Knowledge of Jewish history and literature For over 
30 years he was a Director of our Synagogue, and was one 
of its outstanding Presidents Lewis Ashenhcim may be 
described as the father of the Progressive Jewish movement 
m Jamaica. As tar back as 1910, he moved a resolution—which 
was unanimously passed—tor changes in the ritual of the 
Synagogue and for the inclusion of several English prayers and 
English hymns, and it was through his instrumentality that an 
organ was installed. The Jewish institute which we erected 
m 1939 owes much to his foresight. Our sympathy goes out 
to his devoted wife, whose civic activities are so valuable, 
to his gifted sons, whose careers gave cause for pride, and to 
his sisters, whose social work is so much appreciated.”

A few minutes after giving a heated reply to charges made 
across the floor by Congressman Rankin that Jews were 
“ dragging. the United States mto war,’ Congressman Michael 
Edelstein died last week from a heart attack in the lobby of 
the House of Representatives, Washington. 

Congressman Rankin’s charges created a turmoil im the 
House, and Congressman Edelstein obtained unanimous consent 
for his reply, in which he denounced attempts to use the Jews 
as a scapegoat. " His speech was. cheered by members, afte: 
which he walked slowly from the Chamber and suddenly 


collapsed. He had been suffering from heart ‘trouble for a 
long time. He was 43 years old. 
A number of prominent newspapers published editorials 


denouncing Congressman Rankin’s— anti-Semitic 
Mario Julia, a prominent physician of Puerto Rica and Vice- 
President of the San Juan City Council, has deposited the sum 
of $100 with the American Legion to form the nucleus ofa 
fund to erect a memorial to Congressman Edelstein. “1 did 
not know Mr. Edelstein,” said Dr. Julia, “ but due to the 
circumstances surrounding his death, | regard him as a martyr 
for tolerance. 

Fifteen thousand persons, including Senators, Congressmen. 
nudges, and other prominent individuals, attended the funeral of 
Congressman Edelstein in New York City (which he had 
represented as a Democrat).

MR. LEWIS ASHENHEIM 
Prominent Jamaican 


One of the leading members of the legal profession in 
Jamaica, and one of its most versatile personalities, has 
passed away in the person of Mr. Lewis Ashenheim. 

Lewis Ashenheim was born in Kingston in 1873. On various 
occasions, he acted as Crown Solicitor. He was for many 
years the-Chairman of the Daity GLeaner. In 1909 he went to 
England as the West .Indian delegate to the Imperial Press 
Conference and later represented the island at several Imperial 
Conferences in England. During the last war, Mr. Ashen- 
heim rendered . valuable services to Jamaica and the Empire 
when he founded and acted as Chairman of the Jamaica War 
Stamp League, the Jamaica Airplane Fund, the Governor's 
Red Cross Fund, and the GtLeaner’s Contingent Sufferers’ 
Fund. At the outbreak of this war, he again organised the 
Red Cross Stamps Fund, and identified himself with all the 
Jamaica war efforts He was Chairman of the Jamaica Tele- 
phone Co. and Chairman and Director of many other com- 
panies. He was President of the United Congregation of 
Israelites at Kingston and took a keen interest in everything 
appertaining to Judaism. 

The Rev. Henry P. Silverman, in a tribute at the funeral, 
said Lewis Ashenheim’s grandfather, Dr. Lewis Ashenheim, 
who came to Jamaica from Edinburgh itn 1843, became one 
of the Editors of the Jewish magazine “* The First Fruits of the 
West.” He was described as the “Apostle of Sanitary 
Reform” in the island. “Lewis Ashenheim’s father, J. L. Ashen- 
heim, J.P., laid the foundation-stone of our Synagogue m 1911,” 
he said, “ Lewis himself was a man of genius, with a 
phenomenal memory | have never met a layman with a 
greater knowledge of Jewish history and literature. For over 
3 years he was a Director of our Synagogue, and was one 
of its outstanding Presidents. Lewis Ashenhcim may be 
described as the father of the Progressive Jewish movement 
in Jamaica. As tar back as 1910, he moved a resolutiion—which 
was unanimously passed—for changes in the ritual of the 
Synagogue and for the inclusion of several English prayers and 
English hymns, and 1 was through his instrumentality that an 
organ was installed. The Jewish institute which we erected 
m 1939 owes much to his foresight. Our sympathy goes out 
to his devoted wife, whose civic activities are so valuable, 
to his gifted sons, whose careers gave cause’ for pride, and to 
his sisters, whose social work is so much appreciated.” 


DEATH AFTER DEFENDING JEWRY 


Congressman Michael Edelstein 


A tew minutes alter giving a heated reply to charges made 
across the floor by Congressman Rankin that Jews were 
“ dragging the United States into war,’ Congressman Michael 
Edelstein died last week from a heart attack in the lobby of 
the House of Representatives, Washington. 

Congressman Rankin’s charges created a turmoil im the 
House, and Congressman Edelstein obtained unanimous consent 
for his reply, in which he denounced’ attempts to use the Jews 
as a scapegoat. His speech was cheered by members, afte: 
which he walked slowly trom the Chamber and = suddenly 
collapsed. He had been suffering from heart trouble for a 
long time. He was 4} years old 

A number of prominent newspapers published editorials 
denouncing Coneressman Rankin’s anti-Semitic speech. Dr. 
Mario Julia, a prominent physician of Puerto Rica and Vice- 
President of the San Juan City Council, has deposited the sum 
of $100 with the American Legion to form the nucleus of a 
fund to erect a memorial to Congressman Edelstein. ‘1 did 
not know Mr. Edelstein,” said Dr, Julia, “ but due to the 
circumstances Surrounding his death, | regard him as a martyt 
for tolerance.” 

Fifteen thousand persons, including Senators, Congressmen, 
pudges, and other prominent individuals, attended the tuneral of 
Congressman Edelstein in New York City (which he had 
represented as a Democrat). 


MRS. FANNY LUNZER 
** Mother of Adath Yisroel 


Ihe following tributes to Mrs. Fanny Lunzér, who has 
died at Letchworth at the age of 86, have been received: 

Rabbi Dr. SOLOMON SCHONFELD writes: 

With the passing of Mrs. Julius Lunzer the Adath Yisroel 
Congregation has lost one of its most precious contacts with 
past generations. As the widow of a founder of the Kehilla, 
she had been tor many years a link between the younger 
generations of this Orthodox Community and the original 
founders. 

Fanny Ratzersdorfer, daughter of a leading family in 
Pressburg Jewry, came to this country” after marrying 
Julius Lunzer over years ago. Mr. 
lished a model Jewish household in North London and 
soon joined the leading ranks of the North London Beth 
Hamedrash, out of which the Adath Yisroel developed. Mrs. 
Fanny Lunzer was virtually the mother of the Kehilla. She 
had seen her ten children, 32 grandchildren, and a number of 
great-grandchildren graw Be in the fine spirit of her high Jewish 
traditions. Among her sons, Mr. H. M. Lunzer was for many 
years President of the Adath and still holds high office in 
various associated committees and organisations (her son-in- 
law, Mr. J. Weil, is now the President), and Mr. R. Lunzer 
is One of the leading committee members of the Golders Green 
Beth Hamedrash. This grand old lady succeeded in estab- 
lishing a Lunzer tradition of four generations’ standing—-and 
the loyalty remains, staunch Torah Judaism. 

Mrs. Lunzer was endowed with a soul full of benevolence. 
Gossip and ill-will were banned from her sincerely Orthodox 
Jewish life. She showed tolerance and sympathy towards all 
and won many friends 

The Hon. Secretary of the Ezrath Noshim Society of the 
Adath Yisroel, ZARA GOLDSTEIN, writes: 

Mrs. Fanny Lunzer will be sadly missed by the Ezrath 
Noshim Society of the Adath Yisroel of which she was the 
founder and virtually its life and soul.

Her 
enthusiasm and enerey were an inspiration to the committee. 
Charitable work was to her a delight. She will remain with 
us a fragrant memory and her life an example to her fellow

ZIONIST LEADERSHIP CRITICISED 
** Editorial ’’ Discussion Group at the A.P. Club 


[COMMUNICATED] 


A large gathering of members and visitors attended the second 
of the * J.C.” Editorial Discussion meetings held on Wednesday 
of last week at the Anglo-Paléstunian Club, 43, Great 
Windmill Street, W. 

It was being realised that the matiers discussed, said Mr. 
Maurice Arram, who presided, were of paramount importance 
to Jewry, and the Edtorial of May 30, which dealt with the 
British Government's policy of Arab appeasement gave ample 
opportunities for discussion, while the Editorial was itself 
uscful critical comment. 

Several speakers were of opinion that the British policy of 
appeasement which led to the recent situation in Iraq was 
partly the result of the weak policy. of the Zionist leaders. 
Analogies were made with the subject peoples in other Colonial 
lands who had obtained concessions only by strong action, 
but it was generally agreed that there were special circum- 
stances in the Jewish case which could only be dealt with in 
their own particular way. 

A Czech visitor gave an analysis of the Jewish position as 
far as the British Government was concerned and said that the 
question of the Jewish Homeland was considered only in 
relation to its general Colonial policy. An appeal was made 
by a prominent Zionist ofhcial for the younger generation to 
take an active part within the Zionist organisations and not 
remain outside as its critics. Only in this way could the policy 
of the Zionist Organisation be strengthened and altered. 

In summing up, Mr. Arram said that there appeared to be 
a general demand for new and younger men to lead Jewry 
im these critical years, and Jewry must find within itself methods 
to achieve its purpose. They must have leaders who understood 
the English mentality. Although Arab appeasement appeared 
to be part of a deljberate policy of the British Government, 
it was also due to the weak vacillating policy of our own 
leaders. Jewish life must be revolutionised to meet that 
emergency.

CAREERS ADVICE 


Two registrations for men are announced by the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service for next week-end 
(June 21)}—for men born in 1900 and for those born in the 
first half of 1922. 

All men born in 1900 must register on June 21 unless they 
have already registered under the Registration for Employment 
Order, in accordance with the requirements to register on 
April 5 last. Those born between January | and June 30, 1900, 
both dates inclusive, will register under the Registration for 
Employment Order, and those born between July 1 and 
December 31, 1900, both dates inclusive, register under the 
National Service Acts. 

Men who have attained the age of 41 are not liable to be 
called up for service under the National Service Acts, and no 
medical board summons or enlistment notice will, therefore, be 
served on them after they have reached that age. Men registered 
under the National Service Acts who attain the age of 41 before 
they are called up for service will be considered under the 
Registration for Employment Order as if they had registered 
under that Order. 

About half the men born in the first quarter of 1900 registered 
on April 5 under the Registration for Employment Order. 
Those employed in a large number of industries, mainly the 
munitions industries and the industries covered by the Board 
of Trade’s concentration of production scheme, were not 
required to register. 

Men engaged already on vital work from which they cannot 
be spared will not be required to transfer to other work, 
although all will be required to register on June 21 unless, ol 
course, they registered on April 5. 

The second registration, applying to men born between 
January 1, 1922, and June 30, 1922, both dates inclusive, is on 
July 12, and these young men will be required to register unde: 
the National Service Acts. 

Registration in both cases is done at the local offices of the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service.

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THE MENORAH 
By AUNTIE 


WAS wondering what to talk about this 
| week as I was giving my usual grocery 

order and asked for some oil to fry my 
fish for Shabbat, when the assistant said, 
“ Sorry, madam, I have no oil at present, 
but I hope to get some soon.” Later, when 
back at home, | picked up my Chumesh and 
Saw the opening of this week's Sidra was 
an injunction to make a menorah or candle- 
stick and instructions to light it with oil. I 
had found the subject for my chat! “Why 
do you bid us make a light’ ” asked Israel 
of God, “ for art Thou not the Light of the 
world with whom light dwelleth?” But 
according to a Talmudic legend, God 
replied, “ The light is not for my honour. 
My servants, the sun and the moon, illu- 
minate all the world with the light they 
receive from Me, but the everlasting lamp 
is so that I may distinguish you in the eves 
of the other nations of the world, who will 
say, “ Behold, the people of Israel that hold 
up a light before Him who bestoweth light 
upon all the world.’” 

The Menorah as depicted in the Bible had 
seven branches, which, according to some 
Rabbis, represented the creation of the world 
in seven days. The centre light, being a little 
higher than the others, is to raise the Sabbath 
day above the six weekdays. 


MOSES AND BEZALFI 


Moses had great difficulty with the con- 
struction of the candlestick, and although God 
had given him the exact details of the pattern 
for its construction four separate times, he com- 
pletely forgot them when he descended to earth. 
At last God said, “ Go to Bezalel, he will do 
it right,” and thereupon Moses went to 
Bezalel, who with no difficulty at all fashioned 
it as God had wanted. Moses, in great wonder, 
cried, “ Truly dost thou deserve thy name 
Bezalel, ‘in the shadow of God,’ for thou dost 
act as if thou hadst been in the shadow of 
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God, while He was showing me the candle- 
stick.”” 

When the Emperor Titus destroyed Jerusalem 
he took away with him among the spoil the 
Menorah and other articles from the Temple, 
and, following the usual custom of those days, 
all the things brought from Jerusalem were 
taken in a triumphal procession through the 
streets of Rome to impress the people with the 
magnificence of the conquest. On the arch 
erected in Rome by Titus, a Menorah, a copy 
of that taken trom Jerusalem, was engraved in 
the stone. The arch itself is now a group of 
broken columns, but the Menorah, the symbol 
of a living Judaism, still stands as clear as on 
the day it was hewn in the stone. 

The Menorah is often used nowadays as a 
decoration of Synagogue furniture, sometimes 
in front of the Almemar or as a design for the 
Ark, or embroidered in the curtains or covers. 


THe Miraacutous Lamp 


Have you heard the story of a marvellous 
lamp that was supposed to burn for a whole 
week without having any oil added? 

No, I don't mean the famous story of the 
Chanucah lamp. It happened in the reign of 
Louis XI.-of France, that there lived in Paris 
the famous Rabbi Jechiel, who, according to the 
gossips, possessed a lamp that could burn for 
seven days. To all questions about his lamp 
he gave evasive replies, even to the King him- 
self. Some of the courtiers determined to play 
a prank on the Rabbi, and every time they 
passed his door they knocked and ran away. 
The Rabbi, to. outwit them, invented a clever 
retaliation. Whenever he heard a knock he 
pressed a button so that the mischievous 
courtiers were lowered through the paving 
stone, and then he pressed another button that 
enabled them to rise to the surface of the 
ground again.

UNION OF ORTHODOX HEBREW CONGREGATIONS 


The unwarranted attack by Dr. N. S. Lucas upon the Union 
of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations (quoted in your report of 
the J.R.E.B. meeting), as a “ disturbing" clement, cannot be 
allowed to pass. In the present emergency the Joint Emergency 
Committee cannot reach two-thirds of its London flock. And 
the minority which is “ contacted ""—what do they get? Usually 
one hour a week! In normal times that half of the children 
receiving tuition grew up in Am-haaratzus. The countless 
worshippers who cannot follow a simple service, the mourners 
who have to repeat the Kaddish—parrot-like—after the Reader, 
ket alone a youth devoid of the elements of Jewish ethics, bear 
tragic testimony to the achievements of these high-titled organisa- 
tions. The Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations can 
remain quite unperturbed at the baseless attack of Dr. Lucas. 
We know that the orthodox Anglo-Jewish Community is now 
awake to the dangers of this “ minimum ™” Judaism which Dr. 
Lucas and his colleagues would impose upon Anglo-Jewry. Our 
body represents 42 Synagogues, numbering some 5,000 families. 
We are recognised in Act of Parliament and by the Constitution 
of the Board of Deputies. The exclusion of the Orthodox Union 
from general activities only strengthens its determination to 
build on, independently, wherever it can—Mr. M. Rerrer

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION AT PENRITH 


From reports published from time to time, it might appear 
that the religious instruction of the Jewish evacuce children in 
the Lake District is being well looked after by the Newcastle 
Community. Every parent and Jewish resident in the Lake 
District, however, knows that this is not so. The Minister 
from Newcastle makes periodical excursions to this beautiful 
countryside, but no one can pretend that the education that 
these children. receive at the hands of a person who arrives 
in an exhausted condition after a 90-120 miles’ journey, in 
order to give an hour's lesson to children of different ages, can 
have any real value. We in Penrith, realising the futility of this 
system, formed ourselves into a tiny. congregation in order 
to engage a resident teacher. We naturally expected the fullest 
encouragement from Newcastle, and were im fact promised 
thirty shillings per week. Although it is six months since we 
suggested one teacher who would have been acceptable to 
them, not a penny has beenh received. We now have the 
opportunity of engaging a first class minister-teacher, but the 
Newcastle body expects to get a good man for a salary of 
£3 10s. per week, the cost to be in part paid by the Board of 
Deputies! The Newcastle Board for Jewish Education has 
taken twenty-one months to arrive at this decision. Meanwhile, 
a fine generation of Jewish children in the best Secondary and 
Grammar Schools is being wasted.—L. Otsen (Hon. Treasurer, 
Penrith Hebrew Congregation), Ritson House, Eamont Bridge, 
Penrith, Cumberland. 


HECHALUTZ WANTS BOOKS

With all this talk of “ Back to Judaism” it is ironical that 
the leaders of the Community should help us to drift away.—

HERE is one aspect of the clothes 
TP sationing scheme which brings comfort 

to the hearts of the most sorely tried 
section of the population. For, unlike 
many measures to which we have had to 
submit on account of the war, clothes 
rationing does at least reward the thrifty, 
even if it may penalise the spendthrift. 
Hitherto, the very rich and the very poor 


have been the least affected by the various 


new means of taxation which since the 
war have risen to such astronomical heights. 
Fhe unfortunate and often much-maligned 
middle classes have had to intensify those 
dull and prosaic virtues with which they 
have always been credited in order to 
carry on. 


Mothers’ Self-Negation 


The greatest amount of self-negation was 
always demanded of mothers, who, in order 
to keep up appearances and afford thei child- 
ren a good education,. were practically never 
able to indulge their own personal dress whims 
The much-vaunted tonic of a new hat, the 
acquisition of an up-to-the-minute gown, was 
seldom. if ever, their portion. When they did 
buy clothes for themselves, they could do so 
only after so much planning that hall the zest 
had been removed from the transaction, and 
the new garment was carefully hung im the 
wardrobe for best occasions, often for so long 
that its final general emergence took place only 
when i was hopelessly out of date Such 
mothers must often have cast longme cyes at 
the woman who had just bought 
something and worn tt without 
another thought 

And now the tables are turned with a ven- 
geance, For if the new measures mean any- 
thing at all, they mean the eclipse for the 
duration of the thoughtless buyer, and the rise 
of the woman whose clothes policy was always 
conducted strictly according to plan into the 
front ranks of the well dressed. Strong, tidy, 
and well-kept clothes will lead the day, rather 
than changing fashions, but that does not mean 
that women need descend to a level of general 
dowdiness and untidiness. Far from it one 
comes to thank about ut, for the woman who, 
having bought an expensive coat, slung i 
carclessly on the bed, sat in it near the fire, 
or even kept it on while she made the tea, 
never looked really smart m it after its first 
few days. True, in former times she could 
repeat the process as often as she had cash 
to spend, but now she can't. 

The most important consideration at the 
moment 1s a complete seasonal plan tor clothes. 
Next, attention must be paid to colour schemes, 
and buying accomplished in strict conformity 
with existing garments. The woman who has 
made a well-cut and plain. tatlor-made the 
nucicus of her year’s spending will find that 
plan admirably adapted to present conditions. 
Many etceteras are not rationed, and hats and 
bags, to say nothing of buttonholes and orna- 
ments, can be arranged so as to change the 
appearance of the wearer and so avoid the 
plight women most dread, which is to appear

Tailor-Made as Basis 


If your present tailor-made ts in good con- 
dition, make it the basis of your wardrobe, 
and save your extra coupons for a winter coat 
or a warm dress later on. And go carefully 
over your underwear and remember that, 
although the next few months should be warm 
and summer-like you will have to have enough 
coupons to buy your winter clothes as well. 

Shoes are going to be a problem to a number 
of people, but here again the thrifty woman 
will have the laugh on her less far-secing 
sister. For she has already adopted the plan 
of shoe economy by taking infinite care of her 
footwear. She refuses to thrust her feet to- 
wards the fire when she is wearing crépe- 
rubbered shoes, and she has always kept her 
better shoes back for really important 
occasions.

Incidentally ... 


Readers will recall, in a recent article in 
this paper on the Jews of Syria, that men- 
tion was made of the Jewish Community of 
Kamechlie, in the north-eastern tip of the 
country bordering on Turkey. This week's 
reports of military events in Syria state that 
this area has now been occupied by the 
Allied Forces, who have reached the 
Turkish frontier near Kamechlie itself. The 
Kamechlie Community, whose existence 
was first reported in 1934, numbers 2,000, 
all from Nisibin, Turkey, just over the 
border. The bulk of the town’s popula- 
tion of 15,000 is made up of Assyrian 
Christian refugees from Iraq and Kurdistan. 
The Jews have no representatives among 
the municipal officials, but have a member 
on the Town Council. Their mode of Iile 
is almost patriarchal. Illiteracy is general, 


the languages spoken are Turkish and 
Arabic, while. a few speak Chaldean. The 
majority are entirely ignorant of Hebrew. 
Nevertheless, they have, besides their 
Synagogue, a small Hebrew and religion 
class. Near Kamechlie is the tomb ol 
Rabbi Yehuda ben Batera, one of the 


authors of the Mishna. and every vear. 
betore Shavuot, a pilgrimage is made to tt 
by all Jews in the region.

A book entitled “Men Crucitied ( ts about 


to be published by Messrs. Eyre and 
Spottiswoode. It deals with the German 
concentration. camps and is by Mr. Bruno 


Heilig. Mr. Heilig has unhappy cause to 
know what he writes about. tor he lived tn 
Vienna formerly. and when the Germans 
seived Austria he was among those who 
were sent to a concentration camp. For- 
tunately. he was able later to escape to 
England Mr. Heilig was a well-known 
journalist on the Continent. and was for 
some time Vienna correspondent of Tit 
CHRONICLE, besides writing authori- 
tative articles tor such well-known news- 
papers as the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN. He 
is now taking the course at one of the 
Governments training centres. and in a 
few weeks expects to help the national war 
effort by factory work as an engineer. He 
tells me he hkes the work very much and 
that there are many refugees at the centre, 
about 15 to 20 per cent. of the trainees. 
There are also many British Jews taking 
the course, and both groups of Jews, says 
Mr. Heilig, are showing good qualities. 
* *

Do serve salads at least once a day. 


Mixed Salad 

Mix together a teacupful each of grated 
raw carrot and raw beetroot, add a_ table- 
spoonful each of chopped parsley and mint, 
a few 
finely chopped spring onions to 4 teacupfuls 
diced cooked potatoes, season with salt and 
pepper and dress with French dressing or any 
salad dressing preferred. Heap up the carrot 
and beetroot mixture in the centre of a bowl, 
surround with the potato, and a border of 
tufts of watercress. 


Fish and Fruit Salad 


Mix a teacupful flaked cooked fish with three 
times its bulk diced cooked potatoes and } tea- 
cupful chopped green gooseberries, add some 
finely chopped spring onion, and moisten with 
salad dressing. Heap up in a bowl, sprinkle 
with chopped parsley, surround with water- 
cress, and garnish with radish roses. 


Potato and Parsley Salad 
App one teacupful finely chopped parsley 


to 4 teacupfuls diced cooked potatoes: add a 
tablespoontul finely chopped onion and a few 
shredded nasturtium leaves and moisten with 
salad dressing. Heap up in a bowl with a 
border of lettuce leaves and = garnish with 
radish roses 


Sardine and Rice Salad 


App some chopped spring onions and finely 
chopped parsley to some cooked rice, moisten 
with Salad dressing and heap up in a bowl. 
Arrange sardines around the rice. Surround 
with shredded lettuce and watercress and 
garnish with diced beetroot. 

Vitamin Salad 

Spinach, 4 carrots, 4072.; 
watercress; chopped mint, 1 
spring onions; 
French dressing 

Cuore or finely shred the’ spinach leaves 
(saving any juice that runs out), and mix with 
chopped onions and mint, and sprinkle over 
grated carrot. Boil or steam potatoes in their 
packets, skin and dice them and while still 
hot add spinach juice, and moisten with French 
dressing. Mix in a little finely chopped spring 
onion and parsley and leave till cold. 

Heap up potato in the centre of a bowl, 
surround with spinach, watercress, etc., and 
sprinkle with grated cheese.

Synagogue Saved by Fire-Watchers 


The annual meeting of the North London Synagogue was held 
in the John I. Jacobs Hall recently. The chair was taken by 
Mr. IL. Gottiried. 

It was noted, in a vote of condolence with the families of 
members who had died during the year, that the list, unfortu- 
nately, included a fair number of air-raid victims. 

The Rev. W. Morein, in presenting the annual _ report, 
expressed regret that most of the local activities had been con- 
siderably diminished owing to the air raids. These had affected 
the Religion classes, the Ladies’ Guild, and the Social Society, 
as well as the local Religious Publicity Committee, which had 
begun so promisingly last year. 

The income for the year was £1,472, as against £1,602, a drop 
of eight per cent. 

Cordial relationship had been established with their non- 
Jewish neighbours in the street, who were making use of the 
Hall and Succah as a fire-watchers’ hut. That happy relation- 
ship had resulted in the Synagogue being saved from destruction 
one night, when several incendiary bombs fell on the building. 
Owing to the prompt action of the fire-watching party the fire 
was localised and the Synagogue saved. 

Mr. Gottfried offered thanks to the officials of the Synagogue 
for their loyal service—carried out during the most severe raids 
—to the Chazan, the Rev. A. Slavinsky, and to Mr. J. Cohen, 
the Beadle, who had now joined H.M. Forces. He made special 
reference to the impending departure of the Rev. W. Morein 
to take up duty as a Uhaplain. The United Synagogue had 
agreed to a temporary Minister being appointed during his 
absence, and accordingly Mr. B. Wreschner was appointed. 

Mr. P. Pyzer representative at the Deputies, asked for support 
of the Deputies’ Appeal and e¢ereed to become the Chairman 
of the local Appeal Committee.

They are singled out for 
attention owing to remarkably good development news.

COMEDY OF WIT AND IDEAS 


That Uncertain Feeling, the new film at the Gaumont, is 
a comedy which has wit and ideas, a cast that knows how to

by means of a few deft touches. Yet it is not one of Lubitsch’s 
best. Although there are moments of pure delight when

REFUGEE CHILDREN’S MOVEMENT 


Care for Religious Education 
From Mr. S. GESTETNER 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Referring to the statement made by Mr. H. A. Goodman 
at the meeting of the Board of Deputies and reported in your 
issue of May 30, I think that there is a considerable misunder- 
standing as regards the activities of the Refugee Children’s 
Movement, Ltd. 

The Movement is no longer responsible for 9,000 children. 
Many were interned and sent overseas, many have re-emigrated, 
and many are under the care of such Committees as the Chief 
Rabbi's Emergency Committee and the B'nai Brith. Also many 
of the children are of the Christian faith. 

It should be femembered that it was during a period of not 
more than 11 months that we were able to bring over to this 
country nearly 10,000 children. All parents who consented to 
separate from their children had only one wish at heart, to save 
them from further Nazi persecution. Thanks to the open- 
heartedness of people in this country we were able to bring this 
large number of children over in such a short time. The response 
of Anglo-Jewry was not as great as we anticipated, and we 
were more than thankful for the hospitality of those true 
Christians who felt it their duty to save these persecuted Jewish 
children. 

Nevertheless, we felt all along the responsibility to ensure 
that these children. whose parents were Jews and had been 
brought up in the Jewish faith, should have religious instruction 
wherever it was possible. The problem of religious instruction 
became an even greater one when many hundreds of children 
had to be evacuated and homes found for them by the billeting 
officers. We have endeavoured to contact all our children, and 
we impressed on the Local Guardian Committees the necessity 
for providing information as to the religious teaching of the 
children. As this comes tn immediate steps are taken to provide 
teaching if there is shown to be a lack of provision, 

The Movement will be happy to investigate any individual 
case referred to them, and you may rest assured that they. will 
leave no stone unturned to make the most satisfactory arrange- 
ments possible We are working in the closest co-operation with 
the Joint Emergency Committee for the Religious Education of 
Jewish Children from London, and have contributed to the 
funds of that Organisation tor this purpose. We have now 
formed a_ special sub-committee to deal with the religious 
education of Jewish children under our care.
